The House of Represenluiives has sulj* 
stituted Byron Bacon as a member of the 
Commission to draft tax laws for Louis¬ 
ville, vice lion.

Queen Victoria proposes attending the 
wedding of her grand-daughter, the Princess 
of Jlessc, accompanied by her private at¬ 
tendants only. The German papers accuse 
her of parsimony. 

A very large crowd attended the funernl 
of the late Hon. T. L. Jefferson yestcr- 
duy. The Masonic fraternity was hugely 
represented, including the inmates of the 
Widows' and Orphans' Home. 

Four hundred and seventy-six of the 
$25 shares of the Exposition stock were 
subscribed for yesterday. The meeting at 
the Board of Trade rooms this eveuiug 
promises to lie largely attended. 

The oue absorbing question at Lexing¬ 
ton is, "Who will succeed Collector 
SworE?” The candidates so far are, Horn 
W. H. Sneed, Rev. J. P. Pinkerton, Dr. 
David Bennett and Urged Cardwell. 

A Cincinnati murderer was yesterday 
convicted by a court in that city of man¬ 
slaughter. This is a rare kind of intelli¬ 
gence from that bad place, but the reporter 
apologizes by saying "tho verdict is uni¬ 
versally condemned.’* 

Representative Ellis, of Louisiana, 
yeslerdaj-, appealed to the House to appro¬ 
priate $300,0(10, to be immediately availa¬ 
ble, to be expended by the Secretarwof 
War ia preventing the overflow of the city 
of New Orleans aud the couutry adjacent 
thereto.

TO-NIGHT’S CAUCUS. 


Great Interest Manifested at the Na¬ 
tional Capital In Regard to the 
Democratic Caucus. 


Randall's Followers Plotting. But the 
Revenue Reformers Will Be 
Equal to the Occasion. 


The Whisky Bill to Be Again Taken 
Up in the House for Dis¬ 
cussion. 


Why Congress Refused an Appropria* 
tion for the Prevention of an Inun¬ 
dation at New Orleans. 


GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS- 


]Soeciui to the Courier-Journal.] 

Washington, March 24.—There is great 
interest here to-night in regard to the action 
of the caucus to-morrow night. Randall, 
Converse, Eaton, Geddis, Curtin and other 
prouuucnt protection Democrats have been 
in consultation nearly ail day as to the best 
plan to pursue. It is understood that 
they will piopo-e to rej»eal the to¬ 
bacco tax and make peach brandy 
in bottles with the fruit free. They hope by 
this to gam enough votes in North nud South 
Carolina, Virginia, Tennessee and Georgia 
to defeat the Morrisou Bill. 

The revenue reformers are alive to the sit¬ 
uation, and Mr. Morrison, as Chaimmu of 
the Ways nRd Means Committee, will of¬ 
fer a resolution that it is the sense 
of this caucus that the Morrison 
tariff bill shall come up for immediate con¬ 
sideration, and after it has been fully dis¬ 
cussed, to be passed by the House. Mr. 
Morrison will then make a speech in support 
of the resolution. Speaker Carlisle will also 
speak, as well as the Democratic members of 
the Ways and Means Committee, in support 
of the measure. Mr. Morrison will say in 
his speech that if the protection side 
will agree to support his bill he will em¬ 
body n clause in it repealing the tax on to¬ 
bacco aud peach brandy. It is to tie dis¬ 
tinctly understood, however, that when the 
bill goes to thq Senate, and tbo Senate 
strikes out the Morrison and adopts the re- 
I>eal of the tobacdo tax, the House shall 
stand by the Morrisou Bill. 

It is thought that this proposition will take 
the wind out of RuaJalib bails, and it is 
thought that the caucus will accept Mr. Mor¬ 
mon's proposition by an overwhelming ma¬ 
jority. It looks more like harmony to-night 
than at any time since Congress im*t’ a,, d 
tin-re is no longer a doubt but the Morrison 
Bill will pass tin* caucus and pass tlio Hume. 

The Washington correspondent of the New 
^ ork Jribune to-night gives both sides, in his 
way, of the tariff light here and the caucus 
prospects to-morrow night, os follows: 

This has baeti a busy day for the Democrats, 
who are Iookiitg forward with greet anxiety to 
the results or to-morrow nigh:** cau¬ 
cus on the Morrison Bill, and some 
of the men, who are <ppo«~<! to 
it, did .not make up their minds uutiA at¬ 

tend th« caucus. Only after rwv^m* «p*ur- 
nnce* that, uo attempt will be made k to hind nnv 
(number of the caucus to vote for the hill did 
they con ent to do so. 

Chairman Morrison wis asked wHht course be 
and his frieu U would Uke if Mr. Randall should 
offer a proposition to abolish all internal taxes 
except thoseou whisky ami whtskyxlenlers. 

He replied: “We want a little tariff revision 
first h will be time enough then to talk about 
repealing internal taxes." 

Col. Morrison aud his colleagues will stub¬ 
bornly resist alt efforts to have - internal revenue 
legislation precede or accompany the proposed 
tariff hill, ami at the tumio lime they will t rouahly 
be wiping to pledge themselves that as soon as the 
Morrison Bill has b-on parsed tiietJoimmitee on 
Ways and Means wilt bring in a lull to reduce in¬ 
ternal taxes, a id so to modify the system a* to 
get rid of a large number of officeholders, who, 
in.the South especially, are so obnoxious to the 
people. 

Mr. Ramlall nud Chairman Flarnum, of the 
Dejnocratic National Committee, who is here 
to a»*Ut him, keep theii plans co them¬ 
selves, but there nrr Indications that they are 
working very eunestly in trving to coorin e 
Southern itcpivkcntut.v»b* that now U thr litm* 
for them to seize a golden opportunity; that if 
they will stand with the Democrats who arc op¬ 
posed to the Morrison bill, they can relieve 
themselves and their people from “spies” and 
"informers" who, under the name# or Deputy 
Collector., and Deputy Hor ded*, oppress the 
honest •’moonshiner” and annoy ute frugal 
tanner, who wants to turn his up pics and peaches 
into brandy. 

S|H*akcr Carlisle admits that those considera¬ 
tion* uiny influence a number or »be Southern 
Representatives from districts where there is 
.great popular clamor against Lb© internal revenue 
laws; tail he thinks :m s; of tln-m can be per¬ 
suaded to wait until the Tariff Kill is out 
of tin- way before beginning a raid on 
w hat i* left of tho internal revenue system. It 
is understood that as soon as tho caucus has as¬ 
sembled the free trailers will take tho Initiative 
by offering a resolution declaring in favor of the 
Morrison Dill. This resolution will be supported, 
by S|M*aker Carlisle ns well na by Chairman Mor¬ 
rison and others, and They will ex¬ 

pect that Representative*. who «r« in 
favor of tariff revision but opposed to 
particular features of the proposed bill, 
will state and explaiu their objection* to it and 
while some of the free traders exhibited a stub¬ 
born determination not to yield anything and to 
in>bt that the present form of the hill must bo 
preserved at all hszard^ The majority show 
a spirit of concession, and m erit to be willing to 
strike out pretty much everything, except the 
title of the bill aud the enacting 

clause. Mr. Hart, for example, 
would rather accept a 10 per cent, 
horizontal reduction without anv additions to the 
free list than to lose the bill altogether. 

Den. Kosecrans. who. with all the other Cali¬ 
fornia Represent*lives, I* opposed to tho bill as 
it now stands, said to-day that he thinks the 
caucus will reach an ami able adjustment of the 
tariff question In hi* opinion tho leaders of the 
contending factions will compromise anil thereby 
avert any break in the party. 

Mr. Louvers© thinks differently, lie said this 
morning that he did uot believe that the Morrisou 
Bill would b~ Indorsed by the caucus to-morrow 
night. He declares that it wouiJ bo suicidal to 
the Democratic party to attempt any tariff revi- 
•sion Lhis session. 

Various schemes are proposed to tmidify the 
bill so that all the Democrats can swal¬ 
low the dose. Line is to correct tho 
incongruities in the Morrison Bill by limiting the 
20 per cent, reduction to such articles as now 
pay from HO to 100 per cent, and making a re¬ 
duction of 10 per cent, upon article- that now 
|>ay a duty of from 20 to 30 per cent, in addi¬ 
tion to this plan be proposes the abolition of all 
internal revenue tax. except that on whisky, 
which is to be allowed to remain a* it is. This, 
it is claimed, will reduce the surplus revenue of 
the country 300.000,000 or $70,000,000. 

Another plan which Mr. CaKtiday said he 
th tight would be followed by the caucus is lo 
adopt a resolution declaring it to be the policy of 
the party to secure itn immediate reform ot the 
tariff. This resolution, it is thought, would 
receive an unanimous vote. / The Morri¬ 
son Bill would then l»o brought up 
iu the House as the bill by w hich Ibis end is lobe 
reached, and would be subjected to tho usual 
amendments hr a vote of the House. This, It is 
thought, would not materially choir© the spirit 
of the bill, as many of the mcidental protection- 
ists have already decided that they will vote for 
it upon the grounds that It afford* all 
(lie protection they want. and some 
of Mr Randall'* friends think he 
will propose to the caucus as a basis of harmo¬ 
nious action a resolution setting forth that on

The measure, 
within the post two days, has come to bo 
considered tho skirmish lino of the tariff 
tight in the caucus to-morrow night, and, be- 
causeof thipf&ct, Mr. ltandall.isail the more 
anxious to press it speedily to a vote.

Tiie friends of the bill, on the other hand, 
are seeking t«> keep it free from ail entangle¬ 
ments, and are pressing it solely on its in¬ 
dividual merits. It may be, however, that 
even under the best management a vote* can 
not be obtained earlier than Wednesday. 
Many members are desirous of being heard. 
As yet no limit has been fixed to the debate, 
and as to the result, it can only be repeated, 
that the friends of the measure are most 
hopeful of its success, while the other side 
are confident of its failure. 


MORE LIFE 

THAN CUSTOM ARY THROWN INTO THE DEBATE 
ON BLAIR'S EDUCATIONAL HILL. 

LSpeciat to the Courier-Journal. I 

Washington, March 24. —There was a 
little more life iu the debate ou Blair’s Edu¬ 
cational Bill to-day. The Southern Senators 
did most of the talking. Garland made a 
long speech to show the constitutionality of 
the measure. Coke took an opposite tack, 
and argued that the Southern States are im¬ 
proving in tho matter of education, aud are 
able to attend to it without Federal aid. 

Mr. Yauce was in favor of the bill, but 
said there had been no particular call for it 
from the Southern States. The emancipa¬ 
tion and enfranchisement of the negroes, bo 
said, had infused a large mass of vice and 
ignorance into the suffrage and endangered 
all the institutions the white people had 
built up. They were told that the great 
panacea for this evil was education. 

Mr. Ingalls sarcastically congratulated 
the Senator from North Carolina upon the 
very polite and sagacious speech he had 
mado; upon the very adroit and dexterous 
appeal ho bad addressed to Northern senti¬ 
ment in behalf of this measure. The census, 
ho said, showed that the greatest amount of 
illiteracy exited among tho whites, rather 
than among the blacks, of North Carolina. 

Mr. Vanco asked if the circumstances 
Under which the slaves were liberated aud 
enfranchised did not miposo some obliga¬ 
tion to educate them. 

"i thiuk so,” Mr. Ingalls replied, "but 
more than it imposes upon the people of the 
Southern States, who have bad their serv¬ 
ices for two centuries, who made them ig- 
uarant, who made it a crime to teach 
them to read the Bible. I think there are 
some obligations resting upon the communi¬ 
ties where slaves existed, where they were 
held in violation of every instinct of hunmn- 
ity. M * 

"Will tho Senator go a little further 
back!” suggested Vance. "Might not there 
bo some obligation renting upon those w ho 
brought tho slaves to this country, who sold 
them to us then violated the title, and then 
sot them free and thanked God l>ecausu they 
weee not as other men. ” lLaugbter.] 

Mr. Ingalls said weile centuries ago raou 
in the North might have been engaged in the 
siavc trade, it wo* absurd to contend that 
the Northern States should now b?nr 
the burden of removing the illiteracy of tho 
colored peoplo. 

Mr. Vance warmly repelled tho as¬ 
sertion that the white people of 
North Carolina were more ignorant 
than the negroe>. The money to be appro¬ 
priated by the bill wa* not to be taken from 
the Northern States aloue; it would coma 
out of the National Treasury and North 
Carolina paid twelve times as much internal 
revenue taxation as Kansas, whose educa¬ 
tion bad already been provided by substan¬ 
tial gifts of public lands. 

"What was that taxation paid for!" asked 
Mr. riutub. 

"Half of it,” Mr. Vance quickly replied, 
"was paid iu distilled spirits, which were 
mostly drank m prohibition Kuusas.” 
[Laughter.]

REFUSING TO APPROPRIATE. 

WHY $300,000 WAS UKKL SED T<; PREVENT 
AN INUNDATION AT NEW ORLEANS. 

JSjwcml to live Courier-Journal. \ 
Washington, March 541.—The refusal of 
t he House to voto the *3w,000, asked for by 
Mr. Ellis to-day, to be expended under the 
direction of the Secretary of War, to pre¬ 
vent the inundation of the city of New* Or¬ 
leans and the adjacent country, was not due 
to any lack of syni|>atby on the part of the 
House with the people and the territory 
threatened, but to the confusion of the 
subject, growing out of the motion made 
by Mr. Money, of Mississippi, and 
Mr. Dunn, of Arkansas, to increase the 
amount to half a million dollars, and make 
it nvailaole for all sufferers by the flood that 
now overspreads so much of the country be¬ 
tween Memphis aud New Orleans. All the 
money iu the National Treasury would uot 
suffice to turn the Mississippi back from the 
country it fans already overspread, but as 
Mr. Elite plainly demonstrated, a timely 
and judicious expenditure at and near New 
Orleans now would make secure the lives 
aud the property of over a quarter of a mill¬ 
ion of people in great peril. 

As soon a& the resolution was rejected by 
the House, however, Mr. Ellis presented it 
to Mr. Randall as Chairman of the Appro¬ 
priations Committee, who at once railed a 
meeting of the committee for 10 o’clock to¬ 
morrow to consular it. 

Mr. Randall favors the proposition, and 
the probability Is that it will be unanimously 
approved by the committee sud reported at 
once to the House and strengtnened. In this 
way it is almost certain to pass.

an AMENDMENT THAT W AS OFFERED TO THE 
SALARY JUDICIARY BILL. 

ISjieciol to the Courier-Journal.] 
Washington. March 24.—When Senator 
Hoar's bill to fix the salaries of United States 
District Judges at $5,000 enroe up, Mr. 
Coke offered nu additional section to tho ef¬ 
fect that no person connected w ith tho 
Judges by the ties of consanguinity, or af¬ 
finity, shall hold any position in tho courts 
over which they preside. Mr. Hoar waxed 
funny over this proposition. 

"Does the Senator accept the scriptural 
doc’.riue of the origin of the human race?” 
ho asked. "Does be acknowledge Adam as 
tho fnthor of mankind!” 

"1 will discuss that question at some other 
time.” replied Mr. Coke. 

"ll the iSenutor does believe that,’’con¬ 
tinued Mr. Hoar, "he knows that every 
human being is related by the two ties of 
couauuguiuiiy nud affinity. 

"The terms 1 hive used." said Mr. Coke, 
testily, "aro perfectly well understood by 
everybody except the fcienator from Massa¬ 
chusetts. Tho terms ore defined in all the 
law books.” 

Mr. Hoar offered a substitute to limit the 
prolubition of tho appoiutintMit of relatives 
within the degree ot first cousin. 

Mr. Morgan again characterized the bill as 
gross and extravagant legislation. The de¬ 
bate went over at 2 o’clock. 


PROPOSED LEGISLATION. 

REPRESENTATIVE MOREY'S BILL POR SECUR¬ 
ING CHEAPER CORRESPONDENCE BY TELE¬ 
GRAPH. 

Washington, March 24.—The bill intro¬ 
duced bv Representative Morey for the pur¬ 
pose of securing correspondence by telegraph 
at cheaper rates authorizes and directs the 
Postmaster General to enter into a contract 
in behalf of the United States with the 


Postal Telegraph and Cable Co. Within five 
years from the dato of the contract tho 
company shall be praparod to do business iu 
all ciiitti in the Atlantic division lmviug post- 
office delivery, east of the Mississippi and 
Mi'^ouri rivers, and south of Omaha aud 
Minneapolis. Within seven years the buxi¬ 
nes* shall be extended to the Pacific coast, 
and be known as the Pacific divison. The 
rates proposed aro twenty-five cents for 
tweuty words, aud ten cents for each 
additional ton words, aud fifteen cents 
for night messages of twenty words 
in tho Atlantic division. In tho Pacific di¬ 
vision the rates from the Atlantic division 
snail tie 50 cents for 20 words, 20 cents for 
each additional 10 word*-, and 25 ''ents for 
night messages of 20 \v<3rd*. Newspaper 
rutw» shall be three-fourths of a cent for day 
service** and one-half of aceut for night serv¬ 
ice iu tuo Atlantic division. For points be¬ 
tween the two diviMous the rate is increased 
one quarter of a cent in each instance. Be¬ 
tween New York, PnUadcdphia, Baltimore 
ana Washington aud between all other 
points, embraring only short distances, the 
rates shall be ono half n cent per word 
during the day aud oue third cent per word 
at night. The bill provides that -.lamps be 
issued for conducting the business. 

Representative Greenloaf introduced a bill 
tojirovide tor theapfiointmentof three Com¬ 
missioners by the President, whose duty shall 
be to examine, revise and roportto C ongress 
u|k>u the patent laws of the United States, 
a remedy for infriugmeuts on patents and 
tho internal administration of the Patent 
Office. The}’shall also rej>ort such araend- 
menU to the patent system as may be ex¬ 
pedient, either ia the single code or in the 
drafts of separate laws. 


OUTRAGES IN NEBRASKA. 

HOW CAPITALISTS TAKE POSSESSION OF PUB¬ 
LIC LAND AND DESTROY TIMBER WITHOUT 

RIGHT. 

Washington, March 24.— Secretary Tel¬ 
ler to-day sent the House a supplementary 
report relative to the unlawful fencing of 
public lauds in Nebraska. The report is a 
special oue by United States Deputy Sur¬ 
veyor G. W. Fairchild, who says: 

The whole country embraced in nir contract in 
North western Nebraska is occupied and run by 
c&piUliqt* engaged In cattle raising, who have 
hundreds of nules of wire fences constructed 
which inclose all the tlesirabh* laud. Including 
the water courses, to form harriers for ibeir eat- 
tje and prevent settlers from occupying the land. 
Tin-v also represent that they have desert aud 
timber claims upon the land they have in¬ 
closed. Upon their fences they liave posted 
nt intervale notices as follows; "'the r— of ah— 
who ofM*np this fence had better look out for Ida 
bcalp. ' Tho fences are built often so os to in¬ 
close several sections iu ono stock rancho, and 
the ranches ore Joined together from the mouti 
tains clear Around to the mountains again. Per¬ 
sons going there intending to settle nr© also no¬ 
tified tbai if they ssttle on the lniui the ranchmen 
w ill freeze them uul They will not employ a 
man who trules on or claims land, and 
that he can not get employment from 
any of the caitl© men in the whole 
co mtry. My chief object in addressing 
you is to report the wholesale destruction of val¬ 
uable timber un Government laud in this whole 
region by cattle men who pretend to owu and 
raise it There are acres after acre* of bare 
stumps which but a short time ago were growing 
timber. There thousands of lugn cut Jast sum¬ 
mer and haulad out to accessible |>olots to be 
u>ed for fences, corals, landing chutes and 
houses in Nebraska and Wyoming. 

Omi.VFS RIGHT 

TO EXCLUDE OUR HOG PRODUCTS UPHELD BY 

THE MINORITY KF.POUT OF THE HOUSE FOR 

EWX AFFAIRS COMMITTEE. 

Washington. March 2 L—Senator Vance, 
in the minority report from the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs, submitted to-day, ex¬ 
presses the opinion that Germany has a right 
to exclude American hog products on the 
ground that they are unwholesome if she 
deems proper, aud this Govarament is not 
justified in impeaching her motives. The re¬ 
port continues: 

• f it be true that our |>ork la, to any extent, ua* 
wholesome, w-e should endeavor, by a rigid sys¬ 
tem of inspection, to remove the cause of com¬ 
plaint. If it be that a fear of trichinosis L the 
only pretext and that tiie real reason for exclud¬ 
ing our hog products is u desire to protect their 
own products, then we arc* the last people «*n 
*uirth who ought to complain. After surround¬ 
ing ourstdv* * for more than twenty years 
with a protective tariff wall so high as 
to exclude virtually all the products of 
Germany which compete with ours, it 
Is rather late for ua to advocate retaliation 
against a Government which merely follows pur 
example, iu fact, Germany's action is retalia¬ 
tion. and the cry of “Stop thief” can not chaugv 
tin- true condition of things. 

We hate much to learn. We are not so great 
and independent as to enable us to defy the laws 
of political economy and the amenities of inter¬ 
national trade witu impunity. >Y© have l>een 
told ogaiu and again that our true policy wus to 
•nut up our manufacturers from coruiretition 
with the v/orld. nud that all nations thus ex¬ 
cluded would be compelled, nevertheless, to buy 
ourhr-'adstulTsand provisions, that they could not 
do without Vhem. Wear** greatly surprised and in¬ 
dignant whoa one important customer says be can 
get a’.ohg \\irhout our hog products and forbids 
them coming in. and we propose to retaliate. 
For what? for simply and frankly fobiddiug them 
b> be imported. Sup|msc, Instead of doing this. 
Germany bad imposed a duly of 100 per ceut. on 
them, which would as effectually prohibit their 
Importation, what then? Where would be our 
so-culled retaliation: 

Tho undersigned can see no difference* what¬ 
ever iu llie two methods of piohioition, so far as 
the results aru concerned, only that on© is 
manly aud direct, whilst th© other is indirect 
and h/ist-d on false pretense*, uur great meat 
Industry tnrna Indeed br» cared for. It, 
with kindred agricultural industries, fur¬ 
nishes nearly all our foreign trade 
and they deserve all rongress can Uo for them, 
but this bill does not propose the true way lo do 
u Tm* war Is to removft as far as possible sQ 
restrictions upon trade, and th© enlargement of 
the markets for our farmers* products all over 
the world by liberal treaties and tariff laws. 

The last section of the bill is ©specially objec¬ 
tionable, not only in the proposed retaliation, 
but in the rclegatiou of the wool* matter to the 
Executive. W e propose thereby to arm the Chief 
Magistrate of a constitutional republic with the 
same arbitrary power over commerce now exer- 
ci**J by the Prime Minister of feudal European 
despotism iu order that, on equal terms, they 
may inflict mutual injuries upon their people 
until one or the other gives in. This, too, wlui»t 
Congress is in session and the Representatives 
of the people aro preseut ready to say if they 
vrisft to begin this war. and on what articles of 
Commerce they propose the tight to be made. The 
auction in effect is the abdication of the powers 
and duties of Congress, and the delegation there¬ 
of to the better judgment of the President. If 
such measures of so culled retaliation to wan 1 
Germany or any other nation should b« de.uued 
necessary or advisable, let Congress say so. and 
let it likew ise prescrine all the details of such 
measures and the articles on which the struggle 
is to be made. It is the President's business to 
execute the law's, not make them, and it Is the 
duty of Congre<s to mako them and then shift 
th** task to somebody cImj. 

Those sections of the bill which provide for an 
inspection of meats designed for exportation, 
aiul which forbid the importation of adulterated 
and uuw holesome articles of food or drink con¬ 
stitute the proper legislation, anti whilst uot re¬ 
garded as sufficiently thorough, are yet in the 
right direction. When perfected by experience 
and a sincere desire to give the world wholesome 
food, which, it is not doubted, ail our producers 
entertain, in the opinion of the undersigned, till 
will have been accomplished desired by the 
lri«cds of th© hill. 

THE SUPREME COURT. 

DECISIONS RENDERED IX ONE OR TWO 
•TASKS OF SLIGHT IMPORTANCE. 

Washington, March 24.—A Supreme 
Court decision was rendered iu the municipal 
bond case of the county of Dixon. Nebraska, 
plaintiff in error, vs. Marshall Field. This 
was a suit upon the past duo coupons on cer¬ 
tain bonds issued by the county of Dixon to 
the Covington, Columbus and Black Hills 
Railroad Company. The court holds that 
the county is not estopped by recitals in the 
bonds from denying their validity, and that 
having been issued in contravertion of the 
constitution they are without warrant of 
law and void. The judgment of the Circuit 
Court is reversed and cause remanded with 
directions to ontor judgment in favor of 
Dixon county. 

a patent case dkctoed. 

A decision was also rendered by the court 
in the patent case of Louis McMurray et al., 
appellants, v*. Dwight D. Mallory, et al.. 
an appeal from the United States Circuit 
Court for the District of Marvland. This 
was n suit brought in the court Lelow by the 
appellants upon two reissued patents upon 
improvement* in soldering machiu©* and sol¬ 
dering irons, used m canuing factories. Thu 
first of then) reissuns was known orig¬ 


inally as the Barker patent and the 
second os the Boat wick patent. The court 
bolds, first, that the fim three claims of tile 
reissued liarkei patent aro void beeaus*# 
broader than the claim of the original patent, 
and the fourth and fifth claims hnv© not been 
infringed; and. second, that jbe reissued 
Bostwick patent is not for the «Amo Inven¬ 
tion set forth iu the origiual patuut, and it, 
too, is therefore void. Tho decree of the 
Circuit Court dismissing the appellant’* bill 
is therefore affirmed.

$4,000 was rejoeied. 

Mr. COKE offered an amendment making it 
unlawful for any relative of a circuit or district 
Judge of th© United States to hold office in the 
courts with which such Judges wore connected, 
ami making it a misdemeanor for a Judge know¬ 
ingly L > appoint any relatives to office In his court. 
In support of hts amendment. Mr. Coke spoke 
strongly iu deprecation of th© abuses which grow 
up iu Federal courts by reason of th© appoint¬ 
ment bv Judges of relative* of their owu in the 
courts over which they presided. 'When the 
clerk of a court and his deputies and subordin¬ 
ate* were nil relatives of the Judge, it was diffi¬ 
cult, if not impossible, for litigant* to avoid being 
fleeced. Bill* of costs were made up to out¬ 
rageous sums. Th© evil, hr said, lmd grown to 
flagrant propo rtion* iu two districts in Texas, the 
Northern district being th© one excepted. 

Mr. MANLY agreed wiih Mr. Coke. 

Mr H< »AK moved a *ubstitut© for Mr Coke's 
amendment, so us to exclude from appolntmeut 
ail relatives with the degie© of first cousiu. 

Mr. MORGAN inquired if it were not true that

singular spectacle wns presented of oppoaition 
by geuilemcn win* had Inren moving all Iho pow- 
era of Congress in order that aick calve* in Kan- 
*a» might l»c doctored. Some objection might 
naturally nave lieen ex|H*ctcKl from strict “con- 
►tructionlstM. , ‘ but It came with a. bad grace 
from gentleman from hau*a». Mr. Vance would 
not withhold his sympathy from the aick cattle, 
but would not the gentlemen from Kansas ex¬ 
tend their sympathy to the illiterate* As to the 
basis of distribution, Mr Vance thought there 
was no proper h&si*. Did tho Sena! n wish to 
distribute money among the college professors or 
members of Congn-®-*.* It should be distributed 
where It was needed, but Mr. Vance did not ex¬ 
pect the bill to pass. He had loug 
believed, and he now saw the continuation of 
his liellef. Dint the Senators on the other side of 
the chamber w ere louder In their professions than 
in their Acts in behalf of the colored people. 
While the party which they represented would 
send emissaries among the colored people to 
band Diem together for political purposes and 
take them to the polls, ho had always thought 
when it come to realty doing something for those 
people there would* be a failure; hence he 
was not disappointed. He had no doubt the Sen¬ 
ator from Ohio (Mr. Sherman' attached more 
value to the negro ns an ignorant person- a* a 
fruitful source of investigation—ttiau he would 
attach to the negro as an intelligent man nnd In¬ 
telligent voter. No doubt lie answered the pur- 
poses of that Senator better in ignorance than 
with Intelligence. 

Mr. INGALLS congratulated Mr. Vance on the 
very adroit ap)>«nl he had addressed to Northern 
sentiment on this subject, lie had said that 
while the people of North Carolina 
were not unking money they were 
willing to accept it os a gratuity 
for the benefit of the colored people. '1 he cen¬ 
sus tables showed that the white Illiteracy in 
North Carolina wan thirty-two t»er cent. Hence 
the gratuity would be very largely to the whites, 
tn well as to Die black*. The blacks In that State, 

In Mr. Jngatls’ opinion, made a much more com¬ 
mendable showing In regard to education than 
the whites. Kcplymg to the criticism of Mr. 
Vance on the position of the Kansan Senators. 
Ingalls said he saw a great difference be¬ 
tween Die present measure, by which money 
wo* to bit handed bodily over to a Slate, and the 
measure that had been so m .ch criticized 
in which the money was to be expended by the 
United States Governroenf The people of Nortn 
Carolina. Mr. Ingalls contlmtrd. were not Iguor 
out because they were poor, but they were poor 
because they were Ignorant The founders of 
that State hail adopted uu ignorant class <»f labro. 
and though the people bail great possibilities of 
wealth and power and belonged ro a class whose 
opinions had for nearly a century dwecicd the 
policy of the nation. yet tire State 
found itfcclf now with its slaves free and 82 per 
cent, of its white people nimble to read and 
write. Yet those who were w illing to deal with 
this question properly were told that if the peo¬ 
ple or the NorUr took their hands off of North 
Carolina, that Slate could take care of iiaelf. 
The bands and feet of Die National Government 
had long been off that State. 

Mr VANCK a-ked wh-ther Mr. Ingalls, ns a 
candid man. did not think the circumstance* 
such as to make the whole country in a measure 
responsible tor the education of the colored peo¬ 
ple. • 

Mr. INGALLS replied that he did, but no more 
reap’UMblethou the people who bad bad Uielr 
nervices fur two centuries and made it a crime 
for tneui to rend the fJihle. 

Mr. VANCE retorted that If the gentleman 
went farther back he would find other people 
aUo responsible for slavery. Pedpkf wi»o sold 
slave* to the South. guaranteed toe title and 
then thanked God they ueiw not OH other men 
Mr. INGALLS said the principal necessity for 
the bill, to bis mind, was to be found in white 
Illiteracy, rather than colored Illiteracy, in the 
South, and that Din occasion for the expenditure 
of money grew out of the position of the Cau¬ 
casian. not the colored, race. 

Mr V ANCK denied that mouoy was needed by 
' the white people for themselves. They would Lx* 
able to lake care of their own education if they 
diil not have so large a colored population. 

Mr. INGALLS said that In IttoO. in the halcyon 
days of the old regime, there wer* over 80.UU0 
while* In North Carolina who could not read or 
write, and that was a larger proportion of iUiter- 
aov than even at present. 

5lr. VANCE ®aid that North Carolina, a poor 
State, had paid into the Treasury twelve times 
as much a*. Kansas, a rh’h one. North Carolina 
having paid in in IHbO $2,372,226, while Kansas 
paid only i2JU.7«2. 

Mr. PLU MB inquired how much of the North 
Carolina amount had been on distilled spirit*. 

Mr. VANCK replied about one half*on whisky 
which had been drank In prohibition Kansas’ 

Mr. VEST would vote against the bill. He 
could not see how any man could favor this 
measure, unlew on toe theory that locvl self- 
government (to u>e a phrase already used by 
another Senatcri was to bo “sponged out” of our 
form of Government altogether. 

In the course of the day’s debate a message 
was received from the House announcing tlio 
agreement of that, body to the report of It* Con¬ 
ference Committee on the Senate concurring in 
appropriating $U'.00u for the contingent fund of 
the Senate, ami further announcing the nun- 
currence of Die House iu the Senate amend¬ 
ment* on the urgency o( the Deficiency Bill.

AID ASKED TO PROTECT NEW ORLEANS FROM 
THE THREATENED OVERFLOW. 
Wa*hinutuh. March 24.—Mr. ELLIS asked 
unanimous consent to introduce a Joint resolu¬ 
tion reciting that the waters of the Mississippi 
river have risen to tho high-water mark of 1«74 
at New Orleans, which is the highest known in 
the flood annals of the river, and i« rising be 
tween St. Louts and New Orleans at the rate of 
two or three inches a day: that the appalling ca¬ 
lamity of the overflow of a city r»r dUO.OiH) souls 
i* imminent. Involving great loss of life and 
property, and appropriating $300,000. to be Im¬ 
mediately available, to be expended by the Sec¬ 
retary ot War iu preventing tl»e overflow of Dm 
city of New Orleans and the country adjacent 
thereto. 

Mr. DUNN reserved his objection until ho 
should hear some explanation or the resolution. 
He wished to know by what sort of legerdemain 
the Committee on Appropriation* had leaped 
from the Ohio river to the city of New Orleans, 
disregarding the appeals of 200,000 people tu 
Arkansas and Mississippi. 

Mr. ELLIS excepted to tho word “legerde 
mam" used so giddy by the gentleman from 
Arkansas. The object of the resolution was not 
for the relief of sufferers, but to prevent what 
might be the appalling calamity of tho age. The 
water In the river was up to the top of the levees, 
and whenever the flood of watera went over a 
levee tlmt levee was doomed. There was noth¬ 
ing between the city of New Orleans and a river 
lb feet above the level of the city but a dirt 
wall. The calamity which must ensue if the 
waters rose higher could uot bo depicted by hu¬ 
man tongue. It would be the calamity of the 

*Slr. DUNN withdrew anv objection, but called 
attention to the fact that In his district the Mis¬ 
sissippi was 90 mile* wide. There was a rise 
coupng from the Missouri river, supplemented by 
a great rise out of the overflow of the < >hA. There 
wore to-day In his district 70,000 people whose 
home* were floixled. 

Mr. BICE • ibjoctod to the resolution, saying it 
should be considered by tho Committee on Appro¬ 
priation*. 

.Mr. ELLIS appealed to Mr. Hice to withdraw 
his objection, predicting if there wn* any delay 
the Huum? would be called upon to consider nut 
an ounce of prevention, but many )H»umi* of 
curr.

ON ’CHANGE. 


The Stock Market in Wall Street 
Has a Very Weak Day, the 
Bears Unloading. 


This Feeling Was Grenlly Assisted by 
the Depression in New York 
Central. 


The Day’s Net Result Was a General De¬ 
cline, the Best Stocks Suffer¬ 
ing Most. 


There Were No Failures at Chicago, 
But It Was a Terrific Day 
For Holders. 


THEY JDOIST’T IT X T-j* 


[Soectal to the Courier-Journal. 1 
New York. March 24.— The stock market 
was very weak all day on a free selling 
movement on the part of the boar* and the 
long holdings of some of the room trader*, 
who fear a trunk-line war. The rituatiou is 
undoubtedly serious. The trunk lines are 
earning no money on east-bouud grain, 
though on all other classes of freight, both 
east and west-bound, there U a profit. 

The great weakness of the market was as¬ 
sisted by tne depression in New York Central. 
This stock was bold by insider* on a rumor 
that $20,U00,U00 in 5 per cent, bond* 
would be issued for noodrd improvements. 
Just boiore close the story w as denied by 
Mr. Barton, who gave Cornelius Vanderbilt 
a* hi* authority. Moantime the stock hud 
fallen Pf per cent., and there was 
no disposition to buy it back by 
seller*. Erie was also a feature. 
It sold down to 2l>6, the lowest 
price for five year*, and the second* dropped 
two poiuts under heavy sales. No reason 
was discernible, except decreased earnings 
on account of the reduction of trunk-line 
rates und the suspension of coal mining on 
tho line, though it is conceded that tho af 
fair* of the company are uot in good sha)*. 

The coal stocks, which hnvo been weak 
for ten day*, were bought at tho 
lowest figures by Gould parties. 
The strongest stocks on the list were tho 
Facific* and tho Gould stocks, but they re¬ 
ceived meager support. 

The net result of the day was a general de¬ 
cline of per cent., tbo best stock* 

soehmigly buffering nauat. The volume of 
business was larger than than for several 
diys. Bulls who have faith in a higher 
market, and did nothing to check the 
decline, said the drop meant nothing ex¬ 
cept that the truuk-llne squabble would 
have to be settled. Meanwhile, the roduc 
tion of the rates on grain had already started 
a heavy movement to the seaboard, which 
would coutmue after rates hud beeu restor¬ 
ed. In the end they believe the stock mar¬ 
ket and the general business of the country 
will be benefited. On the other hand, the 
bears were more confident than tl{ey have 
been for some weeks, and none of the 
heavy trader* are in the market in the 
old slashing way, but they hammered prices 
steadily nnd with considerable confidence. 

At Commissioner Fink'* office, it was said 
there bad been no new* demand for a reduc¬ 
tion of rates. There was no trouble about 
West-bound rates, and no meeting of the 
trunk line I’re»ui*iits had yet beeu called. 
The situation In tho Northwest is rnoro 
satisfactory a* to business. The now pool 
i* likely to prove more stable 
tbau the old one. St. Paul and Xorthwest- 
eru were both weak to-day, but there was no 
important selling of the latter. St. Paul de¬ 
clined from D2’ 4 to 90%, atul then sold at 
87* j extra dividend, and finally dropped to 
8UH. Northwestern fell off about 1 per cent. 

The Rochester and Pittsburgh has made a 
contract to deliver the Grand iruuk Railway 
Company 12U.OOO ton* of coal at Buffalo 
this year at about $2 20 per ton. 
The Grand Trunk will need 180, 
000 ton* beside, for which uo 
contract ho* yet been made. There has beou 
u .sharp contest for this large sale uf coal 
among tho Rochester and Pittsburgh, the 
Buffalo, .New York and Philadelphia, and 
the Erie, during the past two mouth*. Early 
in tbo winter the two last named companies 
tried to form a bull, but the Rochester and 
Pittsburgh demanded too large a percent 
age. The three companies control the bitu 
minouscoal trade of Western Pennsylvania 
which goes north to Buffalo. The Rochester 
and Pittsburgh runs into the fields of Jeffer¬ 
son county, ra., an| part of Clearfield; tho 
Erie into the Daguscabonda region of Elk 
county, and the Buffalo, Now York aud 
Philadelphia to the mines of Mercer county 
and the Fairmount region of Jefferson 
county. The Erie and Buffalo road* of¬ 
fered the Rochester and Pittsburgh 25 per 
cent, in the proposed pool, but the latter ro 
fused to take less than G3 per cent 

When it becumo known thut the Grand 
Trunk had accepted the offer of tho Roch¬ 
ester and Pittsburgh, the Erie road sent 
notice to that coinpauy that the contract by 
w hich the Rochester and Pittsburgh runs 
over 3B mile* of the Erie’s tracks. In Buf¬ 
falo, would terminate in B0 day*. The 
Rochester and Pittsburgh look on this move 
by President Jewett us an effort to embarrass 
them, and say that the Erie can not break 
the contract. 

The dispute will turn on tbo wording ot 
the contract, and will go into the court* 
uulea* one side or the other gives way. The 
Graud Trunk also made contract* for coal 
with individual shippers along tbo line of the 
Buffalo, New Y r ork and Philadelphia, but 
the latter suspended special rates to 
the Grand Trunk, and have so notified that 
company.. Th*> Rochester aud Pittsburgh 
people expect to got the contract for all the 
needs of the Graud Trunk, but harmony may 
he restored by a division of business among 
the thr«-« companies. 

The report is not true thofc the Buffalo 
Now York and Philadelphia hav© advanced 
wages of miner* on their line with a view of 
creating dissatisfaction among those of tho 
Rochester and Pittsburgh.

TERRIFIC DAY FOR HOLDERS.

To¬ 
night it closed at 54 %c. 

It was the fair, warm weather that did the 
business. Thu bears saw in their mind's ey 
tho w inter wheat fairly leaping ahead under 
such a genial suu, nnd tho .spring wheat 
fields swarming with men breaking tho 
ground and preparing it lor the new crop, 
There was no such a thing as resisting tho array 
of sellers. From the very moment of tlio 
otxmiug until the lost moment of trailing 
the pit was in possession of the sellor*.

Reductions in the Mining Rale Ordered at 
Several Pits In Pniusy Danin.

Tills l* half a cent lower than 
the rate ruling tho past six months, . tid 
while a reduction the men prefer steady em¬ 
ployment at that figure to lying idle. Tho 
tribuual also decided to vuforu the check 
weigbman law aud recommended 
tho raising of a fund for 
the purpose of enforcing a undonn rate 
throughout the district. Tbo actiou of tbo 
board gives general satisfaction ou all sides 
and is regarded as a satisfactory baqs for 
arranging nxioes both bv the employer and 
employee, vnfortunately tho arbitration 
does not fix the price of mining on too river. 
The situatlou in the river pits at present, is 
far from encouraging, and a strike is gener¬ 
ally expected.

WRESTLING. 

The Mixed Match Between Duncan C. Ross 
and J. II. McLaughlin Won by tho Former. 

Cleveland, O., March £4.—Duncan C. 
Ross, of Cleveland, aud Col. J. H. McLaugh¬ 
lin, of Detroit, contended in the Euciid-ave¬ 
nue Opera-house to-night for f1,000 a sido 
aud the mixed wrestling championship of the 
world. E. H. Gilman, Detroit, was the 
referoe, Thomas Curry, of Cleveland, um¬ 
pire for Ross, and Parson Davies, of Chicago, 
for Mcljiugblin. Both men stripped and 
were in tine condiiicm, Ross weighing 105 
pounds aud Mclffiughlin 210 pounds. 

The first bout was Urzeco-Roman. The 
men stepped on the stage at 8:30, and Ross 
won tho fall in fifteen minutes. Mrs. Ross, 
who occupied a proscenium-box, presented 
her husband with a basket of floweros. Ross 
threw McLaughlin with a half Nelson, half 
body lock. 

After twenty minutes* roet, tbo men 
wrestled the second bout, collar and olbow, 
in jackets. McLaughlin won in eight min¬ 
utes by a cross-too lock. 

The final bout was catch-ns-catcta-cnn. 
McLaughlin wished to wrestle with 
jackets, but Ross objected. The referee 
decided that in view of there be¬ 
ing no stipulations in the articles of agree¬ 
ment, they .should wrestle without jackets. 
Ross put McLaughlin square on bis back in 
15 minutes, with a full ueck lock, winning 
the fall and the match. 

McLaughliu stepped to tho front of the 
stage and acknowledged that he bnd lost, 
but said he was ready to w restle again in 
two weeks for *2.000 with jackets. Kona 
agreed to accept if tho match be three falls 
in five. McLaughlin agreed, and the men 
are to meet again in ttireo weeks in a mixed 
match, two falls, collar and elbow, iwu 
catch as catch can with jackets, and one 
Gnvco-Komau. Ross ret uses, however, to 
wrest!© in Detroit. 

WRESTLING AT NEW TORE. 

New York, March 24.—A wrestling 
mutch for *500 a side, between Capt. .la-*. 
Daly, heavy-weight .q«tm»r and wrestler, 
and Matsada Savachtki, the Japanese cham¬ 
pion, took place to-night in the presence of 
several hundred spectator*. Four fall* were 
to be wrestled,two “catch as catch can" and 
two in tho Japanese style Daly won the 
tu** and selected tho American stylo first. 
In fifty-six seconds he wa* lying flat on ins 
back with tho Jap astride. 

In the second bout, which w as according 
to Japanese rules, Daly wa> on tin* floor nt 
tho end of two seconds. Daly reiused to 
wrestle after this, claiming a foul, w hich 
tbo referee would not allow, and tho match 
was awarded Harachiki. Daly weighed 220 
pounds, or thirty-five more tlmu the Jap, 
und stood six inches higher.

“BUSINESS.” 

Monday, March *4. —The breadstuff 
market was under a demoralizing slump in 
controlling center*, the decline in wheat being 
the femur*. This was about a a great in 
winter grades in Now York as in spring at 
Chicago, though there is no doubt that the 
fortaoi is weakened by sympathy, being in a 
relatively fair position. The price of the 
May option in Chicago fell to02 l *c, with 
regular freight rates to the seaboard 9c per 
bushel, and rumored rates 0>*c. This is cer¬ 
tainly a peculiar combination, nnd it may 
be expected to lead to business on ship¬ 
ping account. Other cereals were weak 
and lower. Receipts moderate and ex¬ 
ports light. Provisions were in buyer's 
favor. Cotton wa» active and strong, with 
a further rise in Northern and Southern 
markets, both in shorts and futures. The 
live stock markets were quiet, with cattle 
weak. Coffees continue heavy and droopiug. 

In N*w York, money was easy. Foreign 
exchange was steady. Government bonds 
were unchanged. The stock market w as 
dull and spiritless. 

In London, American railroads were rath¬ 
er weak. In Liverpool, cotton was firm, 
breadstuffs were dull, and provisions were 
Jowor. _ 

HARMONY AT THE COST OF UNITY. 

The fear of the monopolist* is that the 
seitatiou of tariff reform will result in a 
reduction of duties—a loss to them of a sur¬ 
plus revenue. Thoir aim bus been to keep 
down agitation, to divert attention from 
the abuses of the tariff to tho abuses of 
the civil service, to Southern outrages, to 
anything whatsoever, uud so maintain lor 
yet a little longer a system which enables 
them to exact their tribute from consumers. 

It was in pursuit of this policy we hail 
long and bitter sectional debates, we had 
the agitutiou of civil set vice and adminis¬ 
trative reform, and to it we owe the Tariff 
Commission, the most dishonest and dis¬ 
reputable legislative contrivance to show a 
people “how not to do it” that was ever 
under the £arty whip forced through Con¬ 
gress. 

I bis policy of delay is well understood 
now and deceives no one. When a mi\n 
says he is a Democrat but he wants no 
agitation of the tariff, no one is deceived 
as to his real position. A change in the 
existing tariff, which is a gigantic system 
of spoliation, can only come through agi¬ 
tation, and agitation will certainly briug 
it. To cease agitating now means, simply 
an abandonment of the principle of reform 
entirely. If the American people are not 
now ripe for agitation they will never 
be ready for reform. 

Harmony in a great party is most de¬ 
sirable, but even barmon}* may be pur¬ 
chased at too great a sacrifice. The ma¬ 
jority in any or;. ization must control its 
actions and deli no its policy, but a ma¬ 
jority must be both patient and loleraut. 

It should not act precipitately; every 
mean* should be taken to secure unity in 
Bpiril and in purpese. Ills not possibleal- 
w ys to satisfy a minority. A minority is 
usually unreasonable and exacting, because 
it believes the balance of power remains 
with it, nnd it is, therefore, difficult to sat¬ 
isfy. Yet even unreasonable Democrats 
must be listcued to and considered. If the 
questions at stake relate to mere formal 
matters, to unimportant issues, they may 
be abandoned; but when they arc funda¬ 
mental. wbeu a minority controlled by lo¬ 
cal and selfish interests demand a total 
surrender of every distinctive principle of 
the organization, the time bus come for the 
majority to determine what is the value of 
the organization itself. 

It ui in this spirit that the demand 
is now made by Democrats through¬ 
out the West and South on 

their representatives in Congress to 

briug the controversy to a close. The 
Morrisou Bill, as reported by the Ways 
nnd Means Committee, goes to an extreme % 
in order to obtain harmouy; if that offer 
is not accepted, it is useless longer to par¬ 
ley. What the protectionists among the 
Democrats want is that the majority sur¬ 
render everything. Take, for instance, 
this resolution, adopted recently by the 
Democratic State Committee of Virginia: 

“tfruufeer/, That the Democratic State Com¬ 
mittee have observed with grave concern the 
division thro aeuiug the Democratic party of the 
country upon the tariff. and feel at liberty to ex¬ 
press their opinion Individually that tho agita¬ 
tion of this question at this period Is unwise and 
should be discouraged, and that all the Demo¬ 
crats should subordinate all differences in con¬ 
centration upon the one great issue of the reform 
of the Government and its restoration to purity 
aud true constitutional principles." 

Ii lias been a long time since the Demo¬ 
cratic parly looked to Virginia for wise 
counsels. Tho condition of the party 
m that Statu for the past fifteen 
years is a living commentary on 
the folly of harmony and compromise and 
subserviency to the ignorant elements of 
the party. There arc noble men in Vir¬ 
ginia—men who have strong convictions 
and the courage of them; but political 
wisdom bus fled the State What a com- 
meut on the managrnent of the party in 
Virgiuia is it to have that Slate repre¬ 
sented in the Senute by M a HONE and Rid- 
dl k he ho hue. We trust it will not be out 
of place to suggest to the Democratic 
State Committee of Virginia that a little 
modesty would become it, at least until Rid- 
DLEUBROER and Mahon e are displaced by 
men who will vote with the Democrats. 
The wisdom which has controlled the 
Democrats in Virginia does not commend 
itself to the iiitellgeuce of the party else- 
where. 

Yet the Richmond Dispatch speaks, of 
this resolution us *'a real compromise,” 
oml commends it to universal acceptance, 
Nortli and South. When it is so ac¬ 
cepted, disintegration will have taken 
place, aud what the “harmonized” remains 
may do will be of little couscqucnce. In- 
Head of this resolution, we would com¬ 
mend to universal consideration the fol¬ 
lowing extract front au editorial in the 
Now York Time*: 

|»**Wb have approved the Morrison Bill because 
we believed it to be for the highest ami most last¬ 
ing Interest of the whole country. We regarded 
it ns also a wise thing for the Republican party, 
which can only incur dissolution, and deserve it, 
by clinging blindly to the outworn creed of Indis¬ 
criminate high import duties. It would have been 
a hiujfular advantage for the business of tho land 
if a moderate tariff reduction could have been 
made by votes drawn from both purties. and the 
subject had thus been taken out of the political 
arena Hut tduce the Republicans have penUsbsl 
In looking at the question with dosed eyes, if the 
Democrats are going to haggle over It, it will not 


even ho put In the way of settlement, and the 
agitation will have to goon. The country will 
settle it sooner or later. %it it will have to start a 
politicians* graveyard, liberally stocked, before 
It can get its own interests attended to.** 

There is the altuatton exactly. The 
agitation can not stop cveu in obedience 
to the commands of the State Committee 
of Virginia, which seems to be composed 
of Modern King Canute*. The agitation 
will go on. The Democratic caucus to-night 
will decide whether our party is to lead 
In the work or to be buried under it 

A BOOMERANG. 

Among the n.asous advanced by tho 
protectionists as to why there should be no 
tariff discussion is their assertion that It 
would “disturb business.” 

This “argument” is applied by them 
against the Morrison Rill, and the recent 
minority report of the Ways and Means 
Committee adverse to that measure in¬ 
cluded this as one of the principle rcasous 
why the bill not only should not be passed, 
but should not be discussed. 

Somehow those putting up this plea do 
not seem to note that the very fact that 
there may seem to them ground for mak¬ 
ing such an argumeut m support of a sys¬ 
tem w in reality a strone argument against 
that system. For, in truth, that business 
must rest upon an exceedingly artificial, 
insecure nnd wholly false basis which can 
be disturbed bv the discussion and passage 
of measures that do not affect in any way 
the natural laws of trade* except to give 
them fuller play, but which njprcly de¬ 
creases the extraneous bounties that protec¬ 
tionists would have us believe are the 
very foundations of such business. 

It is submitted that that must be a poor 
business which must rely upon the charity 
of the Government for support. The whole 
system is radically false aud wrong, and the 
longer it is continued and the more exten¬ 
sively it is develop'd, the more difficult will 
it be to restore it to a proper business basis. 

burely that must lie a most unnatural, 
deceptive and meretricious system of 
business which bends und threatens to 
break beneath every fitful breeze of tariff 
agitation, which is seriously “disturbed” 
and “injured” by the discussion of a meas¬ 
ure to reduce the duties cm imports 15 or 
20 per cent. The only remedy fur such a 
mistaken aud undesirable system is the re¬ 
moval of its statutory props and stimulants, 
allowing it to adjust itself to the natural 
and universal laws of trade. 

This is just what the advocates of the 
Morrison Bill propose to do. It will re¬ 
quire time and patience to accomplish it 
without disadvantage to those industrias 
which are already connected so closely 
with the protective system, but the present 
moderate, yet real measure, of tariff re¬ 
duction is certainly au excellent beginning. 


THE FIELD IDEA. 

The Chicago lime* quotes from a late 
editorial of the Courier-Journal in rela¬ 
tion to constitutional limitations upon the 
powers of Congress, and credits the same 
to a Now York newspaper, the property, 
as it states, of “a learned brother of Justice 
Field.” It alludes to “the able assistance 
of the learned jurisconsult.” the aforesaid 
owner of the jourual aforesaid, in expound¬ 
ing tlie Constitution, uud calls the theory 
supported by our article the “Field Idea.” 
Tbe identification of the article is complete, 
as the Time* quotes a number of sentences 
entire. 

The Tune* commits this blunder unin¬ 
tentionally. The explanation is clear. Its 
editor had clipped out the Courier-Jour¬ 
nal editorial and placed it upon his desk 
for future reference. A few days after¬ 
ward be fished it out from an omnium 
gathcfhm of clippings, and, perusing it 
again, he doubtless concluded that no 
authority in the United States could have 
produced an article so profound and able 
other than David Dudley Field, the 
most learned lawyer of New Y'ork. The 
Tunes, therefore, pays tis a handsome com¬ 
pliment, which is the more appreciated 
because it is unintentional. 

The Times says: “But the Field idea 
seems to lie that the rights of soc iety are 
liable to be put in jeopardy only by legis¬ 
lative assemblies, and that to protect so¬ 
ciety against its chosen representatives, 
to-wit: against itself, their exercise of its 
powers must be limited by a law higher 
than any they can enact.” The Times 
mistakes the “Field idea,” or, rather, the 
Courier-Journal idea, which, under 
error, it thus designates. In our-several 
strictures upon the legal-tender decisions 
of the Supreme Court we have insisted 
that the greatest danger to tbe rights aud 
liberties of the Americun people lies in the 
license of interpretation exercised by tbe 
judiciary; and we have maintained that it 
was essentially necessary to put in tbe or¬ 
ganic law certain canons of interpretation 
so simple and clear as to leave no room for 
legal quibbling. Without this direction 
and restraint the Government will remain, 
as it practically is at present, a judicial 
oligarchy,* and the courts will make aud 
unmake laws at their discretion to accom¬ 
plish tiie ends of whatever partisan pur¬ 
pose may happen to be popular with the 
party to which the Judges belong. The 
three legal-tender decisions of the Supreme 
Court in the lost fourteen years have all 
been antagonistic to each other, but each 
one has constituted, while it remained un- 
impeached by the court which made it, the 
supreme law of the laud. The C/.ar of 
Russia, in this particular case, could not 
have exhibited a greater stretch of self- 
originating power to make and unmake 
laws to govern his people. 

We have argued thut, in restraining the 
powers of Congress w ithin proper limits, 
this limitation upon the commission of 
the Supreme Court was a necessary antece¬ 
dent. The powers of Congress are already 
sufficiently defined in the Constitution; 
but so long as the present latitude of in¬ 
terpretation or construction remains in the 
Supreme Court, those powers are at nil 
tunes liable to be indefinitely extended or 
conlrurteil 

The Times argues energetically for free¬ 
dom to Congress, but it is strangely blind 
to the fact that in the present status of 
affairs Congress is dangerously subordi¬ 
nated in respect to its authority to the will 
of the judicial branch of tbe Government, 
with no certain criteria or limitations to 
determine or restrain the exercise of its 
will. A* to the legal-tender question, the 
decision of INTO declared that the act of 
1M62 was wholly void ns to the legal-tender 
clause; tbe decision of 1871 declared that 
such legislation is valid under certain con¬ 
ditions; and the decision of 1S84 declares 
that it is valid in into under all conditions. 
We boast of our liberty, but there is not a 
sovereign in Europe who would dnru to 
thu> encroach upou the law-making powers 
of the National Legislature. 

As to the value of constitutional limits 


tions upon Congress, which necessarily 
derive their vitality from an honest and 
properly-controlled judiciary, the Tune* is 
very dull of perception. And yet so essen¬ 
tial are such limitations that the terms “a 
free government” and “a constitutional 
government" are convertible terms the 
world over. It is uot our purpose, how¬ 
ever, to weary the reader by stating the 
grounds for this proposition, as w'e have 
previously discussed them at length. 

In another column is u timely communi¬ 
cation over tho signature of Xultu* Officii 
Pctitor in relation to a bill before the Leg¬ 
islature providing for the more efficient 
supervision of the State charitable institu¬ 
tions. The insufficiency of the existing 
system of visitation and inspection appears 
to have been generally recognized; and in 
cases wherein the official staff of such in¬ 
stitutions is defective In capacity, in faith¬ 
fulness or in humanity, it has been ren¬ 
dered reasonably clear that the existing 
system of supervision or.visitation is an 
unsatisfactory reliance for tbe correction 
of tbe grave evils which may ensue. It 
is the theory of tbe still rather vague ideas 
of reformation under discussion that a 
more intelligent and impartial detective 
and advisory service may be secured by or¬ 
ganizing a board of visitors of meu eini 
uent in professional and practical voca¬ 
tions or in learning and character, and* 
free of local influences. As well for tbe 
cause of humanity as for tbe honor of tbe 
State tbe subject deserves thoughtful con¬ 
sideration. The views of our corre¬ 
spondent, above referred to, iu relation to 
disfranchising four or five of the princi¬ 
pal counties of tbe State, in respect to 
representation on tbe proposed board, are 
unanswerable. Such a disqualification 
would be offensive, unjust, and evidently 
contrary to public policy. His sugges¬ 
tions as to districting the State are also 
worthy of careful attention. 

8ome of tbe principal theatrical man¬ 
agers of New York have recently taken 
the Tribune iuto their confidence, uud 
have expressed their opinions with unusual 
Iran knees iu respect to the relative theatri¬ 
cal merits of the principal cities. These 
estimates refer, of course, to the apprecia¬ 
tion of the several cities for dramatic ven¬ 
tures as measured by the amount w hich 
they are willing to pay for their amuse¬ 
ments. In tbe opinions of these experts 
New' York is tbe leading city, aud Boston 
a good second. In tbe West Chicago 
ranks A t, Louisville is second, St. Louis 
is a rather risky third, and Cincinnati 
stands at the bottom of the list. It is the 
dictum of one of these authorities that 
Louisville was formerly one of thcw T or*t 
theatrical cities in the country, and is now 
oue of the best. Cincinnati has been cor¬ 
rupted “by musical festivals and negro 
minstrels," and has become oue of tbe 
least satisfactory cities for the sack aud 
buskin. St. Louis is not to be depended 
on except when eminent sturs are ou the 
boards; Baltimore is a “safe" town; Phil* 
adelpbia ranks high; New Orleans ranks 
low, and San Francisco is an uncertain 
quantity. _ 

The exhaustion ot the appropriation for 
the printing of $1 and $2 Treasury notes 
is “followed hard upon” by an exhaustiou 
of tbe notes, and the Knstern cities are at 
lust finding a use for the white dollars. 
The Treasury stock ot them is so low that 
no more requisitions will be filled, and 
New Y'ork bankers are compelled to use 
tbe silver dollars at their owu counters, as 
well as in filling orders from tbe interior. 
Thursday tbe orders for silver dollars upou 
the New York Sub-treasury amounted to 
$8,000; Friday, $15,000; Saturday, $25,- 
000. und the requirements this w*eek are 
estimated at $50,000 per day. No specie- 
paving couutry permits uotes of small de- 
nouhnations to circulate, and the disuse of 
bills below tbe denomination of $5 will 
certainly still effectually the old clamor 
that tbe silver dollar will nqt circulate. 
If any Democrat votes to renew the appro¬ 
priation for printing those bills, “shoot 
him on the spot.” 

The interview with members of the 
Kentucky Legislature, published in yester¬ 
day’s Courier-Journal, indicates that 
that body is thoroughly in sympathy with 
the great reform movement for a revenue 
tariff. Almost without exception they pro¬ 
nounce in favor of McDonald, Morrison 
or Carlisle for the Presidency—the three 
men in the country most prominently 
identified with tbe advocacy of a * ‘tariff 
for revenue only.” This is small encour¬ 
agement to Senator Hays, with his strad¬ 
dling resolutions. 

To-night the Democrats in the House 
will go into caucus on the Morrison Tariff 
Bill. This step is made necessary by those 
who have declared that they will defeat 
their party on the very question which, 
more than all others, distinguishes it from 
the Republican party. The Morrison Bill 
will be made a party measure, and oppo¬ 
nents of tariff reform, who have been 
congratulating themselves that the Demo¬ 
crats hud weukened ou tbis issue, will find 
little comfort in the action of the caucus. 


They are now saying that Collector 
Swope’s successor will not be: appointed 
until after the Republican National Con¬ 
vention. This is a uew and In some re¬ 
spects n brilliant stroke in )>ol!tics. Tbe 
office is a prize, as it w r ere, to the man who 
shall do the most successful work in car¬ 
rying the district for the President.

President Arthur has received a de¬ 
feat of some importance in the failure of 
his man Quay at the Philadelphia prima¬ 
ries, which resulted in the selection of 
Blaine delegates to the State Conven¬ 
tion. The sentiment for Blaine seems 
very strong in Pennsylvania, and it is 
estimated that he will have fifty of the 
sixty delegates from the State to Chicago.

Lexington, March 24.—William Tucker, 
a negro boy, 10 years old, working at Jeff. 
Garth's, this county, while fooling with a 
breech-loading shotgun yesterday, accident¬ 
ally discharged it, and his head was almost 
blown off. 

On the 14th of February last, near Rog- 
ersville Junction, Tenn., James Hunter, a 
wealthy farmer and trader, hnd sold a lot of 
stock and placed the money in a safe. In 
his room at night he was sitting with his 
wife before tbe fire, she rocking. Borne one 
fired a charge of buckshot through tbe win¬ 
dow. The load missed him and struck Mrs. 
Huuter in the head, killing her instantly. 
The murderer fled. Alfred Hord was ar¬ 
rested, charged with being concerned, tried 
at Greenville and held over. His brother 
Riley fled, coming here, and going to the 
bouse of his brother Eldridge, who works 
for Milton Y’oung, at McGratbiana. Two 
thousand dollars reward was offerod for 
Riley’s arrest by Mr. Hunter. This evening 
Sheriff Rode* and Deputy Rogers went to 
McGrnthiann, found Riley Hord, arrested 
him and lodged him in jail. He is a tough¬ 
looking citizen. 22 years old. When inter¬ 
viewed, be said he knew Mr. and Mrs. Hun¬ 
ter, worked nonr them, but denied tho mur¬ 
der; said he bn 1 jumped a bail bond there. 
He was told by tbe reporter that Al¬ 
fred bad given him away. He replied, 
“Is that sol” and turned pale. A prisoner 
whispered to him, and hu refused to talk 

further. _ 

1 UR FAST MAIL. 

Gen. Grraham Write* a Letter to a Mtnnc- 
npulla Paper on the bubjert. 

Minneapolis, March 24.—The Evening 
Journal of to-morrow will contain an inter¬ 
esting communication from Postmaster Gen¬ 
eral Gresham, in resjKHise to a letter asking 
him to deilno the position of the Department 
in regard to the new* fast mail service. Gen. 
Gresham says: “Tbo manner in which mails 
had been dispatched west and northwest of 
Chicago for a long while was discreditable to 
the Department. 1 first shortened the time be¬ 
tween New York, Boston and Chicago. The 
first mail train arrives at tbe latter place at 
12:40 at night. Having gained this much, the 
next thing to be dono was to shorten the 
time beyond Chicago. This 1 found very 
difficult to lo. A large mail was taken to 
Chicago, aud of course a very heavy mail 
was taken on there. The train from the 
east was liable to be delayed at auy time. 
I felt compelled, for threasons, to have 
the trains from Chicago for tbo west and tho 
northwest leave an hour or two after tbe 
itchedule lime for tho arrival of the tram 
from tho oast. While the purpose was 
to shorten tho time botween tbe At¬ 
lantic and Pacific nnd all intermediate 
points, Chicago was too large a place to las 
trented as a mere way station. Two hours 
nnd a quarter, all things considered, is uot 
too much time to spend at that place.' ’ 

Gen. Gresham says in couclusioti that he 
bo* done the very best be could in this mat¬ 
ter to accommodate tho whole country, and 
denies emphatically that tbs delay in Chicago 
is for tbo benefit of tho local newspapers.

zen*, wh<* lost no time in pursuing hor, be¬ 
lieving, as they did, that she intended to end 
her life in the rivr-r.

TUL AUGUSTISIAN SOCIETY. 

The First of thr Suits Against the Insolvent So¬ 
ciety Or grin 

Lawrence, Mask., March 24.— Tho first 
of the August in mil Society suits wo* called 
to-day— Idien Lahcy against the society nnd 
Archbishop of the diocese to recover f 1,500 
for money loaned the defendant. The court¬ 
room was crowded w ith depositors and cler¬ 
gymen. Archbishop William* testified that 
ho was familiar with the affairs of tbe Im¬ 
maculate Conception church under tbo 
charge of the Augustiuian Society. 
He kuew deposits were received by till 
pastors of the church. Since he became 
Bishop he had not only discountenanced tho 
practice, but he bad issued written protests 
against it. He had raised, by a mortgago 
on church property, $100,000 to pay the de¬ 
positors. The decree which governed the 
holding of title* to church properoy was that 
it be held by tho Bishops, who had full ad¬ 
ministration of the same, iu order that all 
matters pertaining thereto should conform 
to the ecclesiastical law. Provision was also 
made that priests keep their own and the 
church finances separate, . and not 
take money on deposit without writ¬ 
ten permission of the Bishop under 
whoso control they were in temporal 
and spiritual matters. When Ibo witness 
learned of the condition of the funds of tho 
Augustinian Society be could have told 
them to receive no more funds, but did not 
do so, anticipating that the difficulties could 
be surmounted w ithout resorliug to insolv¬ 
ency. The witness considered tbo church 
property good security for tho deposits. The 
revenue of the churches and the deposits 
made a common fund, but tho accounts were 
kept separate. The church revenue always 
exceeded the ordinary expenditures. The 
court then adjourned.

Had tbe dissenting opinion of Justice 
Fields prevailed, it would have stopped the 
gap of dntjgor through w hich a greenback 
revival was to be ushered in.

LOUISIANA'S LEVEES 


Gradually Giving WaygBeforo the Advanot <a 
tbe 8w£kag Waters -Many Fins 
Plantations in Danger. 


AID TOWARD RECONSTRUCTION ASKED. 


[Soeciol to the Cauri*r- Journal A 
New Orleans. March 24.—The sensation¬ 
al npfMalt made in the House to-day for an 
appropriation to save New Orleans is super¬ 
fluous. New Orleans Is in little more real 
danger than Washington. There is only one 
point where a serious crevasse is posaibic, 
nun that is just above the city. The levea 
there has been strengthened recently, and 
only requires to bo watched. Should a cre- 
vas.se occur, it will be the result of gross 
negligence, and not for want of men or 
mouey to prevent it. It in true tho river is 
now up to the high-water mark of 1874, atid 
in many places is running over tho levee 
along the city front, but this levee is not tho 
usual earth barrier. It i* the solid ground 
of the city itself, and the water might wash 
over it for weeks without any doing any 
damage; in fact, it would prove a benefit, as 
it would flush and clean the gutters. Mouey 
is greatly needed, however, to protect a lai co 
urea of tbo State from overflow and save tbe 
Government work already completed. 

The river to-day from Vicksburg t< 
the gulf was above the high water 
of 1882. The levees everywhere have to 
resist an enormous strain, the river being up 
to the top, and in many pluses washing over. 
Every effort is being made bjr the Btate au¬ 
thorities and planters to strengthen them, 
but uegro laborers protected by levees wil 1 
not work uuless promptly paid, and tho 
State’s fuuds are running tow. .Last night 
the critical situation was further complicated 
*by a heavy rain and windstorm. The pro¬ 
tection levee* in front of Waterloo, Point 
Coupee parish, gave way, and that village 
was inundated and two of its young business 
men, G. Dcmavfile aud Edgar Porciau, were 
drowued. The water from this break is ex¬ 
pected to inundate tbe rich Gro-.se To to 
country. 

It would bo sound economy on the part of 
the Government to help to hold this entire 
lino of levee below the mouth of Rod river, 
in order to save mouey already expended for 
river improvements. New Orleans can aud 
will protect herself, unless hor own ofliclals 
are derelict.

LEVEES IN DANGER AND PUNDH EXHAUSTED. 

Memphis, Tenn., March 24.—The water is 
more thau three feet deep in places over tbo 
railway west from V'icksburg, and between 
there and Monroe, La. At Friar’s Point, 
whero tbe town has been flooded for several 
weeks, the local paper is delivered to sub¬ 
scribers in a dugout. 

Tho Vicksburg and Meridian railroad is 
submerged to tbe depth of throe feet between 
Edwards and Bolton by tho flood, and trains 
between Antlioiua's ferry and Rolling Fork 
iiave been stopped on account of the w ater. 
In the towu of Satartia, on tbe Yazoo 
river, fifty miles below Yazoo, 
there is three feet under water 
and the rising flood is doing much injury to 
plantations in the Sunflower Valley. Tbe 
whole of tho Little Deer country is badly 
flooded. Tho swamps adjacent aro full of 
water and it is rising fast all along that 
region. Tbe levee at Long wood, in tho 
southern part of Washington county, Miw., 
about which great fears have been enter¬ 
tained for soveral weeks past, was still 
safe and sound ou Saturday last, and it is 
now believed it will hold until tho flood sub¬ 
sides. 

A list of fine cotton plantations have been 
saved from inundation by this threatened 
disaster having been averted. 

The engineer in charge of public works nt 
Vicksburg, L’apt. W. L. Marshall, says that 
bis office has been besieged by parties in Lou¬ 
isiana applying for aid to strengthen levees, 
owing to telegrams that be bad been in¬ 
structed from Washington to help or aid in 
work of this kind iu the district over which 
he exercises control, and he says further: 

“There i» now* no money iu my hauds ap¬ 
plicable to tbe levees. AU the small bal¬ 
ances left in my hands after last year’s 
levee building have beeu expended for ma¬ 
terial to strengthen levees or contracted 
I 

Consequently no furthor aid of any kind 
can be expected, even for work in protecting 
Government levees. 

PLOODS IN IOWA. 

Milwaukee, March 24,— Serious flood* 
are reported from Darlington and Colamine, 
Dodgfc county. Tbe Posatonia river has 
flooded both towns. The people have left 
their homes, aud railroad communication is 
stopped. 

THE MISSOURI RIVER. 

Minneapolis, Minx., March 24.—The 
Journal has advice* from Cedar Falls, Iowa, 
that a wash-out at Winslow has delayed to¬ 
day’s train twelve hours. AU trains be¬ 
tween Canou Falls and Red Wing have been 
suspended on account of tbe wash-out. A 
train was ditched near Canon Falls and four 
workmen injured, but not seriously. They 
aro under surgical treatment at Canon Falls. 

Tho L'rening Journal ’* Bismarck special 
says: Buford reports a furthor rise or two 
feet, making a twentv-oue-fodt rise alto¬ 
gether. The ice is expected to break at any 
moment The rise nt Wnsbury is decreas¬ 
ing to such a degree as to give rise to appre¬ 
hension of a gorge above, which would por¬ 
tend disaster. 

HIGH WATER IN MINNESOTA. 

Wi NONA, Minn., March 24.—The small 
streams are generally rising. The bridge 
over Zurnbro river at Kellogg, 30 miles west 
of Wiuonu, on tho river division of the 
M. und St. l’uul railroad, is in danger. 
Tbe North-bo nnd i*aasenger and fast mail 
go to St. Paul via Olaowa, over the Winona 
and St. Peter railroad. 

MOLLY MAGUIRES. 

A Bund of Cttl-lferoeU I'rrparins io Perpe¬ 
trate a Hcriet of Outrages in Pennsyl¬ 
vania. 

Port Richmond, Pa., March 24.—A num¬ 
ber of notorious outlaws, who are supposed 
to Lie in league with tbo Molly Maguires that 
find a safe refuge in this section, have form¬ 
ed an oath-bound brotherhood, and, under 
the guidance of a black listed miner former¬ 
ly employed in tho Monongabela valley, wiU 
visit t he disturbed sections of tho coal-field* 
of Western Pennsylvania to perpe¬ 
trate a series of MoUy Maguire out¬ 
rages. Among the bandits are a 
number of de?|>erato men who are be 
lieved to be fugitive murderers and conspir¬ 
ators, and they will be vigilantly shadowed 
by members of the detoctive carp* employed 
by tho coal and railroad companies. The 
chiof of the coal uud iron police of Clear- 
held, Westmoreland ami Fayette cotmiie* 
has beeu privately apprised of the intended 
visit, and a sharp watch will bo kept upon 
tho marauder* as soon os they make their 
adveut m thcae regions.

The 8tate*s War on Obficone Literature Opened 
in the Honie—Tbe Measure Passed 
Without Debate. 


LOUISVILLE’S SHARE OF LEGISLATION, 


[Serial to the Courier-Journal.) 
Frankfort. March 24.—The Governor to¬ 
day appointed Hon. John M. Bice, of Louiva, 
Lawrence countj, to be Judge of tbe Crim¬ 
inal Court in the Sixteenth Judicial district. 
Under the appointment Judge Rice will hold 
the office until August, lie is about 50 years 
of ago, a good lawyer, a sterling Democrat, 
and a Tory popular gentleman. Ho has twice 
represented that district in Congress. 

In the House, Mr. Owens, having been 
designated by the regular Speakor, assumed 
the chair as Speaker pro tempore. 

Mr. Madden offered au amendment to the 
bill appointing a commission to draft tax 
laws for the city of Louisville. The bill 
strikes out the name of Hon. Isaac Caldwell, 
at his own request, and inserts the name of 
Byron Bacon as a member of tho commis¬ 
sion. 

Mr. Mulligan had unanimous consent to 
call from the Committee on Criminal Law 
his bill for the suppression of obscene litera¬ 
ture. The bill w us reported, read three time*, 
and passed without a word of debate. The 
full text is as follows: 

Skction L Be it enacted. <fc.. That itshnll he 
tin 11 *v, ml for any person to sell or offer to sell, or 
to print or to publish or to bring into this .State 
U>v the purpose of celling, giving away, or other¬ 
wise disposing of, or to circulate, or aid in cir¬ 
culating in any way, any tu»|H>r. book or periodi¬ 
cal. the chief feature or charocterDtic or which 
is to record the commission of crime*, to dhiplay 
by cuts or fllustnuious crimes committed, the 
actor*, pictures of criminals, desperadoes, fugi¬ 
tives from Justice, and cuts or illu-nation i of 
men and women in improper dress, lewd and un 
becoming positions, or men and women influenced 
by liquors, drugs or •limuluniH. 

Sec. 2. That anr tier- on guilty of a violation 
of thin net shall bo lined no# less than $25 nor 
mot e than $200. 

Skc- 3. Tf nt it shell be the duty of the Judges 
of the Circuit Courts and courts having criminal 
jurisdiction to give this act in charge of the 
grand iurv. 

Sti'. 4 This act shall take effect sixty days 
aficr its passage 

The bill to ©ncourago tho building of rail¬ 
roads ia this Commonwoaith, and to exempt 
such as may be hereafter built from taxation 
for ten years from the date of their comple¬ 
tion, was, on motion of Mr. Moretneu, re¬ 
committed to the Committee on Railroad*. 

Mr. Scott had leave to bring in a bill to 
incorporate the Louisville Car Trust Com¬ 
pany. Tbs incorporators for this proposed 
company arc St, John Boyle, E. T. Halsey, 
Geo. H. Hull, Tho*. \V\ Bullitt, Jos. W. 
Sprague and John D. Taggnrt. Tho com¬ 
pany w ill make, purchase, sell or lease loco¬ 
motives, freight an l paaaengor cars and 
other equipments used on railroads. 

Mr. Wood, from the* Committee on State 
Expenditures, reported an act to repeal tho 
tax for the benefit of the Agricultural and 
Mechanical College of Kentucky, with au 
expression of ojpiuion that it ought to pa**. 
Mr. Mulligan objected to its third reading. 
Mr. Meredith moved to suspend the rules 
and put the bill on its passage. l«o»t—yeas, 
21; uaya, 34. So the bill went into the 
orders of tho day, and may as well remain 
there it the vote on tho motion to suspend 
the rules may be regarded as a test. 

Mr. W. J. McNeol, of Lewis county, a 
cripple from paralysis, was roieased from the 
payment of State and county taxes. 

Mr. Wood reported an act to regulate the 
manufacture and sale of spirituous, vinous 
and malt liquors in the State of Kentucky. 
The first section of the bill provides tuat it 
shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation now engaged in or who may 
Imre after engage in the manufacture of spir¬ 
ituous liquors to sell the same,* except br 
wholesale, without first obtaining a license 
from tho County Court of tho county in 
which his business is conducted. 

By tbo second section such person, firm or 
corporation may make written application 
for such license, which shall allow them to 
sell in quantities not less than one quart, to 
bo taken off the premises. The boons* costs 
$5 and clerk’s fees. Any person, etc., sell¬ 
ing without any license, or iu violation of 
the license, shall be fined $50 for each of¬ 
fense. 

The fourth section allows a merchant to 
obtain license to sell in quantities not less 
than a quart by paving a tax of $25. Vio¬ 
lators outer this section are fined $25. 

Th« sixth section allows Trustees of a town 
to grant licenses to tavern keepers or other 
persons to retail liquors upon payment of a 
tax of $25 to the State and such sum to the 
town as the Trustees may fix. Violators are 
lined $50. 

The eighth section allows County Courts to 
grant licenses to tavemkeepers in tho county 
for a tax of $10, and violators under tins 
section nro fined $50. 

Under the sixth and eighth sections those 
who obtain licenses must exocute bond for a 
strict compliance with tho law, and on con¬ 
viction tho sum of $600 may bo recovered on 
the bond. 

The tenth section prx videe if any druggist 
shall sell any liquor, ex -opt upon the pre¬ 
scription of a physician , Jjo shall be fined 
$50 for each offense. 

flv tho eleventh section nqj person who 
shall *cU directly or indirec. without li¬ 
cense, iu any quantity any knnrCbf liquors, 
shall be fined *50 for each 

The twelfth section provide* hiucnt 

of $50 for selling, giving or loaning any liq¬ 
uors to any person under 21 years of age. 

, The thirteenth section proposes a line of 
$50 for selling, giving or loaning to au iuo- 
briate. 

The fourteenth section provides that this 
act shall not apply to a city w hero the saio 
of spirituous liquors is regulated by law. 

Mr. Cleary objected to the third reading 
of the bill, and it went into tho orders of 
the day. 

The Sonnte bill to lncoq^orate tho Ijouts- 
ville and Eastern Railway Company was 
passed. Mr. Stoll entered a motion* to recon¬ 
sider, on account of the absence of Mr. 
Stunrt. who is supposed to have some Inter¬ 
est in tho bill. The incorporators are Geo. 
H. Lam kin, Edward W\ Gilbert, Henry 
Waterman, S. A. Williams and T. B. Beau¬ 
mont. 

An act incorporating the Grand Council 
of Royal Templars of Tomperanee for ibo 
State of Kentucky was pa^ d. 

Mr. Cook reported a bill to prohibit tho 
sale of spirituous, vinous or mttlr liquors jr 
any mixture thereof in the counties of Knox 
and Whitley, nud it was passed. 

The CotninilteeoQ Moral and Religious In¬ 
stitutions reported a barrel of bills U> pro¬ 
hibit the sale of intoxicating liquors in tho 
neighborhood of almost every church and 
school-house in tho State. They went 
through like greased lightning. 

Fhmily a bill was reported which provided 
that 4 ‘hereaftor it shall be unlawful for nnv 
one to make, sell, vend, give or furnish to 
nny person any spirituous, vinous or malt 
liquors within the coiporuto limit* of the 
town of Brookville.” One clause of the bill 
made an exception for sacramental purposes, 
for which, I presume, tbo Christians aro 
grateful. 

Mr. Adair moved to amend by striking out 
the words “give or furnish." He said it 
was au outrage that a law should bo passed 
prohibiting a gentleman from giving a gla^x 
of win© to bis ineud. The amendment was 
adopted. 

Mr. Kelioo said ho had information that 
the peoplo of Brookvillo do not want this 
law. He thought tho local option law 
ought to b© sufficient for all section*. This 
is a Democratic Bint© where majorities rulo. 

Mr. Julian said he under*tool from tii© 
member from Bracken that this bill was d© 
sired by the peoplo of Brook vide. 

After a .short explanation by Mr. Mc- 
Clanahnn the hill passed. 

Mr. Kinilttll moved to extend the session 
as the House seemed to bo iu a good humor 
and, ho thought, by 2 o’clock tho entire 
Kiale could bo put tinder the dominion of 
local option law or martial law, li© did not 
care which. 

Mr. Cleary moved to adjourn. The veas 
and nays were demanded on this motion. 
I’ending tb© roll-call the hour of 1:30 o'clock 
having arrived, the Speaker declared the 
House adjourned. 

hENATF. RROCEEI>IX6S. 

Mr. Carpenter, from tho Committee on In¬ 
ternal Improvements, presented a bill re¬ 
quiring the Chesapeake, Ohio and South¬ 
western raiload to construct h draw in tho 
bridge on their Hue over Salt river. 

Mr. Clark offered a House biff as a substi¬ 
tute. 

Mr. Hays explained that the bridge wo* 
originally built with a draw, but from the 
settling of tho structure the draw- wa* m- 
operative. Tho reason that the company had 
not complied with the agreement to put in a 
draw was because the company was wnttiug 
to mm whethor a now pier would have to be 


nut in or whether the old one would answer. 
The companv now recognize tho necessity 
for a new pier, and the company is willing 
to begin work, looking to a satisfactory con¬ 
clusion of the work, but they should have a 
reasonable time to complete it. and two yean 
would not bo unreasonable to grant. Tho 
companv vffint to escape tb^ hnra- inonts of 
court*, aml for this reason tboy ask for some 
further time. Tho conditions are somewhat 
extraordinary which surround the undertak¬ 
ing, and it will require almost as much time 
to repair the work as it will to build a new 
bridge. 

Mr. Carpenter offered au amendment to 
the substitute refusing to release tho compa¬ 
ny from any legal responsibility for ite ob¬ 
struction to navigation. 

Mr. Gurnett was afraid the bill of tho Sen¬ 
ator from Bullitt would not accomplish the 
object bo bad in view, lie wus of the opin¬ 
ion that the people needed relief, and they 
should have it. Thu substitute, it amended 
so as to givo tbo company one year from this 
timo, would give the relief asked for. 

Mr. Smith said it was nn iron structure 
and it could not bo remedied except in very 
low w’ater. and with a great deal of work. 
He advocated two years as the timo to give 
Che company. 

Mr. Garnett explained that the charter 
contemplated a ilr »w, and that, tbo draw was 
put in when the line was operated as the Ce- 
ciliau Branch, but was inoperative w hen it 
came into the hands of the present companv. 

Mr. Carpenter withdrew bts amendment 
to the substitute and offered another looking 
to the continuance of the liability of the com¬ 
pany. 

Mr. Garnett’s amendment wns adopted. 

Mr. Hays moved to recommit tbe bill to 
the Committee on Railroads and give time 
to introduce a practical and competent engi¬ 
neer, who might give much needed informa¬ 
tion. 

Mr. Carpenter was opposed. He bad 
enough ut thu delay. The bill belonged to 
the Committee on 'internal Improvement*, 
and cited the rulo. 

Mr. Smith referred to the rule relating to 
the Railroad Committee’s duties. 

Mr. Hoys withdrew his motion to recom¬ 
mit. Tho substitute of Mr. Clark was 
adopted and the bill a> amanded wn« pnxscd. 

Mr. llays called up House Bill 815, with 
an amendment, designating certain persons 
to prepare new assessment and revenuo laws 
for the city of Louisville, aud providing for 
their payment. 

Mr. Smith war opposed to the amendment, 
and moved to strike out tho section desig¬ 
nating tho limit of pay for such services. 
On© thousand dollars a piece was amply 
sufficient, nud he was opposed to making a 
loop hole by which more money oan bo paid 
or demanded. The bill limited the pay ton 
thousand dollars, ami be was in favor of 
holdiug to that limit. If the bill was to be 
dibcusvsl anew, ho would not support tho 
bill ns formulated. But as it now* stood ho 
was iu favor <»f holding it in check by the 
limit •©cured iu the amendment. 

Mr. Hays said that the section limited the 
nmouut to on© thousand dollars. There was 
a uece^.itv revision of th© tax lawn, aud a 
commission was necessary for legally con¬ 
structing such laws, and it was nothing but 
right that the city authorities should be in¬ 
trusted with that much discretion. 

Mr. Walker a»ktMi that the act providing 
for revenue taxation, in the bands of the ap¬ 
propriate committee, he printed iu a part of 
ins remarks on that question. 

The auu'iidmont of Mr. Smith, to strike 
out sections 2, 3 and 5, was carried. 

The bill ns amended was put upon its pas¬ 
sage—yoss 17, nays 1. No quorum, the bill 
went into the orders of tbo day.

Henry Reed’s Cincinnati Capor Orestes Surprise 
At His Home—Who W ill Buoceed 

Col. Europe 


A QUESTION YET UNANSWERED.

Lexington, Ky., March 2-L—Tho article 
in Sunday's Cincinnati Enquirer concerning 
the negotiation by Henry Reed, of this city, 
of a $2,000 loan on warehouse receipts, 
created considerable excitement, Reed has 
always been regarded as a correct man, was 
popular, and that bo should lie mixed up in 
nny questionable transaction surprised every¬ 
body. His former partner, Kvau T. Warner, 
has gone to Cincinnati, and it is believed that 
tho matter will be arranged. Warehouse re¬ 
ceipts aro not required to be signed by a 
storekeeper or gnuger, but it is tbe fhistom of 
storekeepers to sign them. Therefore tbe 
Issue of fraudulent receipts is not an offense 
against the Federal Government. At the 
time tho rocolpt* m question wore hypothe¬ 
cated in Cincinnati, tho storek«-op»r» at the 
Lexington Club Distillery were P. Me Rob¬ 
erts and Cbas. Reynolds; gauger, John^T. 
Gunn. Tbe receipts are signed by C. Bar- 
tin, storekeeper. Thar® was not then, nor 
is tbera now, any such person in tbe service. 

The Collectorsbip is still tho chief topic in 
Republican political circles. Tbe candidates 
so far are, Hon. W. H. Sneed, Rev. J. P. 
Pinkerton, Dr. David Bennett, Creed Card- 
well, and several others not yet announced. 

Col. Wrn. Cassius Good loo, the acknowl- 
e<U tnl leader of the Republican party in this 
section, being asked by mo if bo was a can¬ 
didate said:

In fact, thv latter has no following, And had 
tbo President accepted his resignation 
when tendered before, everything would now 
lie serene aud solid for Arthur. Tho reten 
tiuu of Swojkj kept up the antagonism, until 
i don't know now that Arthur cun get tho 
delegate* in Tho district. I do not believe 
that CoL Uoodloe would accept tbe office if 
teudeml to him with tho demaud that he go 
to work and fix up an Arthur delegation; 
but if thu ottico was tendered to biin without 
any condit ions I think ho would accept, and 
doing so feel it his duty to do all he could for 
the President. The thing for the President 
to do is to give him thu Collectorship, and 
then trust to him for the balance.”

“Sneed is n good man, but being chape¬

Mr. Creed Cardwell, another applicant, ia 
well qualified for the office. He has filled 
©very position in th© &ervico but that of Col¬ 
lector, and is now in tho office hero, ile is a., 
level-headed, clover gentleman, quite popu-“ 
lnr, and tins considerable political influence 
through the Thompsons, of Harrodsburg, to 
whom he undated, 1 believe. Like all of 
bis family, ho is an active party man. Un¬ 
doubtedly Phil. Thompson will exert what¬ 
ever iuffuonce he has for him. 

Goodloo will have the support of Beck; Joe 
Blackburn, however, bates Goodloe. and 
will do what ho can against him. no doubt. 
But ns th© apt>ointment of a Collector will 
doubtless bo determined bv th© ability of the 
appointee to deliver tho chattels to Chester 
at Chicago, Democratic members wilt have 
little to do with controlling the selection.

Death, At His Heme in Bath County, of a Fa¬ 
mous and Well Known 8hort-Hora 
Breeder and Dealer, 


JAMES 0. HAMILTON.

Mt. Sterling, MaicbStt. —Jameat . Ham¬ 
ilton, tbo noted Sbort-horn breeder and 
dealer, died thU morning, at his homo in 
Bath county, at o o’clock, of Bright’s disease 
of the kidneys, aged tV7. Hia funeral will 
be preached to-morrow afternoon by Rev. 
W. E. Keller, of Bardatown, Ky. 

The deceased was born in Bath county, 
Ky.. Sept. 20, 1817. He was married twice, 
and leave* by bis second wife four children, 
all living. His first w ife waa MBs Margaret 
White, whom be wedded October, 1841. 
Sho wai a sister of the wife of Sonator Ogle- 
trees, of Illinois. HU second wife was Mivs 
Sara Gatewood, whom he married January 
22, 1861. HU father and mother, Archibald 
and Rebecca Hamilton, early moved to this 
State from Augusta county, Va. HU grand¬ 
father and grandmother were bora in Scot¬ 
land, iu 1713, aud wore married in Augusta 
county, Va., in 1748. 

James C. Hamilton bad two brothers and 
two sisters, of whom only one survives him, 
namely, George Hamilton. HU brother, A. 
W. Hamlltou, who died soma years slnco, was 
tho first husband of tbo present Mrs. Gon. 
John K. Williams, and left two children. Col 
A. W. Hamilton and Miss Ida Hamilton. 

The deceased was educated in Kentucky 
and Ohio and bad no other profession than 
that of a farmer, in which capacity he has 
been eminently successful. 

HU first experience with Short-bore cattle 
was with those inherited from bis fatbor. Ho 
might bo termed the father of tho Short-horn 
busitioss in Kentucky. He made his first* 
purchases in 1845, but in 1852 laid £bo found¬ 
ation of hU celebrated herd of Fiat L reek 
Marys and Josephines, whose reputations have 
become world wide. 

He paid as high as $7,500 each for three 
Duchess cattle, and, together with bis 
brother George, who was interested jointly 
in the cattlo business, he leaves the largest 
and finest herd of Short-born cattlo in tho 
world. 

Mr. Hamilton made bU first public sale in 
Clark county, Ky., in 1873, since which 
year hU sales have been of great frequency, 
sometimes ranking as many as five per year. 

He has made twenty-five public sales in all, 
and m each has boon eminently successful, 
averaging $25,000. 

H© *old to Gen. Williams, at Chicago, lost 
year, at one of his sales, two Barringtons at 
$4,000 each. HU finest cattle have never 
been disposed of and there are a number of 
head on his extensive grazing forms valued 
at over $10,000 each. 

A few* of the most noted families on hand 
arc Dutchess©*, Barringtons, Kirkievingtons, 
Places, lliipas, Roso of Sharons, Wild Ey* 4 *, 
Marys, PhylUse*, etc. He owned individu¬ 
ally tbe finest range of Bluegrass land in 
Eastern Kentucky, consisting of 2,600 acres, 
estimated at $100 por acre. He leaves, also, 
several thousand acres of well improved 
land in Missouri and lllinoU.

Mt. Sterling, Kr., March 24.—The trial 
of William Osborne for tbe killing of Tay¬ 
lor Day U still in progress in the Menifee 
Circuit Court.

The murder U said to 
have been an unprovoked one, and the jury 
will most probably give him a term of years 
in the State prison.

A terdirt of Mnmlaushter Itrturned In a * a»r 
of W anion. Ilrutal Murder. 

Cincinnati, March 24.—Wrn. Berner, on 
trial for murdering Wm. H. Kirk, ivns tbU 
morning found guilty of manslaughter. Tho 
verdict was declared privately by the Judge 
who tried the case to be au outrage, and tho 
jury, after leaving the court-room, were 
booted at by tho crowd, w ith the suggestion 
that they should be hanged. Kirk wa» killed 
in his stable by a blow of a hammer, robbed 
of about a hundred dollars in money, put 
into a wagon, hauled off toward Cummins- 
villo and dumped into Mill creek, where the 
body was found two days later. Joe Palmer 
aud William Berner confessed that they did 
tbo murder and robbery. On trial Berner 
testified that Palmer did tho actual murder, 
w hile ho only h>obod on and got a share of 
tho money. The verdict is universally cou- 
dernnod. 

STATE HO Attn OF CHARITIES. 

1 To the Editor of the Courier-Journal, t 

There is a bill now peeding in tho legisla¬ 
ture to appoint a Board of Charities to super¬ 
vise our State charitable institutions. This 
is a move in the right direction, aud if the 
board is properly organized ami good tn©u 
appointed, with but enough authority to 
enable them to perform thalr duties without 
**uil>anavin -nt, it may result in much good; 
otherwise it would probably become a 
threatening ovil. The Legislature should 
consider the matter carefully, and pass no 
hasty or sentimental legUlation. There is 
danger of forcing measures to an extreme, 
that may finally be as unfortunate in its re¬ 
sults as tbo mismanagement of our asylums. 
The board should bo composed of at lenst 
three members of distinguished ability and 
reputation iu tbeir respective callings, and of 
high moral and social position. They should 
be no distributed as to have one member m 
each of three divisions of tho Stato. Each 
member should be rr-quired to visit one or 
more institutions twice each mouth, aud to 
mnko a written report to the chairman, w ho 
should at once transmit toe sum© to the Gov¬ 
ernor of the State. The entire board should 
be required to visit nud thoroughly examine 
each institution in the State quarterly, and 
to make a joint report to the Governor. 
Th© board should al*o bo require.! to moot 
aud investigate charges, when made by re¬ 
sponsible parties, and to report the snmo to 
tho Governor. Anv provision prohibiting 
th© appointment of members from anv eoun 
ty, town or city iu tho Stato would lie un¬ 
wise, aud a* once arouse siupiciou a* to the 


tho

sincerity of those originating and urging 
measure. Th© board could not then h 
tho confidence of tho people, and its useful¬ 
ness would therohy be greatly impaired. 

Such an amendment to the original bill ha* 
been offered by a member from Loubville, 
and, if adopted, no member of the board 
could bo appointed from tho county of Jef¬ 
ferson or from the city of Louisville, though 
we have a population of about 200,(MX). We 
probably bav© a greater number of bigbly- 
i*.hunted lawyers and doctors thau can be 
found else where in the State; but non© of 
those under the proposed restriction could be 
available. Nor could any member bo ap¬ 
pointed from the county of Christian or from 
Hopkmcville, or from tbo countv of Boyle ur 
from Danville, or from the couuty of Fay otto 
or from Lexington, or from tie county of 
Franklin or from Frankfort. Not less than 
350,000 people of the State could have no 
voice in or share any the profits of those ap- 
pointmente. Thb< wouUl necessarily cause 
discord. Tho board would nut have the sup¬ 
port of th** people, and would at once lie re¬ 
garded with suspicion. The amendment was 
doubtless offered in good faith, and will 
probably bo withdrawn. If we are not care¬ 
ful tho affairs of our asylums will t*e gotten 
into a condition where it w ill be difficult to 
induco our best citizens to nogloct their bu*i- 
nev* aud i»»rv«* as coinmtedoncr* of our < hari- 
tabl© institution*. 

Ah tho bill is a very important ono. let us 
urge the Legislature to consider it carefully 
and deliberately, so ns to make no mis¬ 
takes. Lot the law bo so changed 
ns to prevent tbn possibility of 
a repetition of the disgraceful developments 
that have recently bc©n ; aradod in the med¬ 
ical and secular pres* to all parts of the 
country. I^ot us avoid th© suspicion of jobs , 
au<l when the bill is passed, let it he such as 
to receive the hearty approvnl of tho people 
of the entire Commonwtaith. This caw bo 
done if tbo members uf the Legislature will 
go earnestly to work and formulate a law 
simply in th© interest of the unfortunate and 
helpless people who are intrusted to the care 
of our charitable institutions, but it will 
surely fail if the member* are actuated to 
I>a*s a bill in tho interest of, or to please, 
&ocuo individual or individuals.

Chicago, March 24.— Tbo Farmers' Re¬ 
view, of this city, has the following summa¬ 
ry on tbo w inter wheat prospect, based on 
replies of over a thousand of its correspond¬ 
ent*: 

“Winter wheat hns commenced to grow in 
the southern districts, but report* of damage 
by freezing still continue. It is Impossible 
at present to estimate tho extent of the in¬ 
jury. The development of tho growth ha«, 
as yet, been small, but the advent of warm 
weather would help tho general condition of 
tbe crop greatly. It now looks as if farmers 
from Dakota to Illinois would be able to be¬ 
gin spring seeding soon after April l. Prices 
offer no encouragement for an increase in 
!TMg* of spring wbaat. but. from the 
amount of now breaking in the Not thwest 
last fall it does nor seem probable that the 
acreage will materially diminish.”

CINCINNATI SCALPERS SCARED. 

[Chicago Tribune Special.) 

A bill establishing a system of espionage 
over the business of scalping railroad tickets 
is being pressed for passage by the Ohio 
Legislature. The scalpers fear that it will 
bocoiuo a law. aud are talking. They say 
that, although introduced by another, the 
bill emanates from Senator O’Brien, one of 
the officers of th*» Pennsylvania Company's 
lines west of Pittsburgh. They declare that 
they buy tickets to New York from all the 
trunk hues except the Pennsylvania. These 
tickets they have been selling at a reduction 
ot $3, and they have sold uioto of them than 
all the regular ticket offices com¬ 
bined. Travel over the Pennsylvania 
lines has in consequence fallen off. The 
present hill provides that ticket-Brokers 
shall keep a book, similar to that kept by 
pawnbrokers, iu which the names of all per¬ 
sons from whom tickets are purchased shall 
be entered, together with the prices paid for 
them. This book is to lie open to inspection 
at all times, aud, the scalper* say, will pro¬ 
vide the Pennsylvania Company with tue 
proof they want to enrry before the passen¬ 
ger pool uf the cutting of rates. The scalp¬ 
ers declare that tboy are the agents of the 
railroads in an honest competition, aadcom¬ 
plain that if tho bill become* a law it will 
break their business up. The buying of tick¬ 
ets direct from the ruiiroad companies by the 
scalpers here has beeu suspected all alone, 
but to have tho suspicion thus continued hua 
caused a sensation iu ruiiroad circles. 


LUXURY ON CAR WHEELS. 

| IViltninytOn AViG.) 

The finest car over constructed has just 
been bmit for the use of tne President of tho 
Argentine Republic. The whole iramowork 
of the car is of iron made *»f channel and 
evebeams cross-blocked with iron tubes. 
Eveu the platform framework is of iro:t 
instead of wood. The whole exterior of 
the car bo ly, both frame aud pauels, L 
built of solid San Domingo mahogany, and 
it presents a most sinking appearance. 
On the center panel is emblazoned the 
coat-of-arm* of the Argentine Repub¬ 
lic. The letter boards on the sides 
coulain the words “Ferro Oarnl Andino.” 
Both platforms are inclosed at tho sides with 
solid mahogany paneled doors. The dif¬ 
ferent compartments of the car are finished 
in mahogany, cherry ami oak, richly carved 
by hand. The ceilings are of oak, elabor¬ 
ately ornamented with gold bronze nnd col¬ 
ors, inlaid with carved panels and brouzo 
plaque*. The fleck lights nre ot embossed 
glass in pivoted ^tsh. aud around the base is 
a border of Wall of Troy in piarqnetric. 
Pendant from the ceiling are elaborately or- 
immented double nickel-plated chandeliers. 
Tho fioor of the entire car is of cherry 
and ample, and is covered with car¬ 
pet of tho richest Axmmster of 
neat patterns. The windows are 
unusually large, with double mahogany 
sash, each containing a French plate-glass. 
34x34 inches. They are fitted with spring 
roller curtains and lambrequlus of tapestry, 
lined with Florentine ?ilk hung on mahogany 

C oles. The ends of the car aud all of the 
ulkheads are carved bv hand, many of 
the design* on the panels representing dif¬ 
ferent varieties of birds and water-fowl, 
being specimens of arti>tic skill. Tho vesti¬ 
bule itself is grand, but the mam saloon is an 
apurtincut ot almost Oriental luxurv, tho 
bulkheads, side* an I nil thu paneling being 
most elaborately carved and the oak ceiling 
inlaid with costly carved panel* ami bronze 
work. It contains five bcveled-plato mir¬ 
rors, the largest being four feet square. Tho 
blue tapestry curtains, in addition to the 
rich lining of Florentine silk, are hung with 
silk tat***!*. Next to the salon is the Presi¬ 
dent** state-room containing a purmauout 
bod. supplied with a mattress ami maltre** 
spring, bedding, blanket*, counterpane- and 
a spread nml pillow-shams of white baud- 
made Lice, ltn <-1 with cherry silk aud orti i- 
mented with .lie monogram ot the Argen¬ 
tine Republic in the center of each. It is 
hung with Turcoin&u curtains, nnd ha* 
drawers beneath for bed-ltnon, personal un¬ 
derwear, etc. Opposite -land*, a mahogany 
s**oroi*ry ami carved-buck mahogany chairs, 
upholstered in rugs and plush. Adjoming 
tue state-room is a private inLet-room, fur 
m>hed iu oik, with r» wardrobe with 4x»veled 
mirror-glass* panels iu its door*. 

EFFECT OF THE HEDUCriOX ON SHIPMENTS. 
[Rnihoud Gazette.} 

Tbo open reduction of the East-boun 1 rate 
from the basis of 30 cents to 20 cents per DU) 
pounds for grain and flour from Chicago to 
New York would bo likely to be followed by 
very largo shipments, if there wero a con¬ 
siderable export demand and rates had been 
maintained previously. Bat ’he demand tor 
grain ut the seaboard is light, and heretofore 
tills winter the cutting of rates even a» low 
a- 20 cents ha* not been foliowed by large 
shipments; and now that the opening 
of navigation is near at hand—possi¬ 
bly not two week* distant— we should hardly 
expect ns much effect a* in midwinter from 
a reduced rate. It is, however, of compar¬ 
atively little importance to tau railroad com¬ 
panies wlioluer the movement shall be a 
large or a small one nt a twenty-ceut rate, 
as the margin of profit is so small at this 
rate ami the number ot carriers so great that 
not much is to be lost by u decrease nor 
much to be gained bv an increase in tho 
shipments. The road with tho .argest share 
of the^ shipment* will hardly make more 
than $5,000 a week out of thorn, and though 
this is uot a sum to be neglected, by any 
menu*, it makes tho value of the ship¬ 
ments H mere fraction of what it usually is. 
Last year, for instance, shipments like those 
ot the fir>: week uf March netted six rail¬ 
roads and their Eastern connection* some¬ 
thing like $21(3,000, anil a single one of the 
Chicago road* got probably $27,000 profit 
out of it. At current rate* the whole profit 
ou equal shipments would Ir« $144,000 les--, 
and would be divided among eight roads nt 
the Chicago end, ami the road which last 
year made a profit of $27,000 this year 
would make but a tritio more than $5,000 
out of it—at least it would make $22,(MX) 
less than last year. For this reason we say 
that with the rate as low as it now is the 
amount for distribution of tue Chicago ship¬ 


ments is not a matter of great importance to 
any railroad company, so far as Its imme¬ 
diate profits are concerned. 

A WHITE ELEPHANT.

What is to become of the Illinois Midland 
road i* more ot a pu/zle thnn ever. The un¬ 
derstanding now is that it will be sold in 
August next. Before the actual amount of 
the receiver's debt was known, or at least 
what amount of debts the courts would con¬ 
sider pnor hens to all mortgage indebtedness, 
it wi) thought that tho first-mortgage bond¬ 
holder* would bid the property in, put the 
road-bed and equipments tu good condition 
and then louse to sorno railroad company 
which could operate it to advantage 
a& u feeder; but tho receiver's debt 
ha* loomed up to such enormous pro¬ 
portions a< to exceed any amount the road 
can bo sold for or i* actually worth. IVho- 
#v*ir purchases the road must practically re¬ 
build it nnd newly equip it. It is questiona¬ 
ble w hether the Yaudalia or the Indianapolis 
and St. Louis people can afford to take so 
much of au elephant on their bands as this 
would certainly be, utiles* tho road is sold 
for one-half the amount of the debts, which 
tho courts: say must l>u paid before tho first 
mortgage bondholders con ox}*>ct one dollar 
in return from their investment in this prop¬ 
erty. Taking it all in all. the Illinois Mid¬ 
land road stands to-day tho most pronounced 
wreck that tnix country has yet developed, 
unless it lx* tho Danville, Olney and Ohio 
river road.

A large audience greeted Dr. Tannor at tho 
Opera-house last evening to hear ono of the 
prettiest lectures of the course. He said: 

This evening we are to demote an hour to tho 
study of some of Hie physical laws |>ertnin»»ig to 
matters m the gancous form. Tho subject of 
Pneumatic* is ouo of the most imcrcstin;; uud 
Important in the range of science, and ha* en¬ 
coded the attention of many whose work has 
given teem u hrurhi and laotlng fame. In dc- 
M'riUhg the properties of gases, for convenience, 
retercnce will be ma le to some one gas as a type, 
since they are all governed b> ihe same laws' so, 
in our work this evening, mention will be mad*' 
only of the life-supporting and over-present ai- 
uiospheric air. 

Tbo atmosphere is the air which envelop* our 
earth, partaking ol Its to:atory motion, and ac¬ 
companying it in IU Journey around the 
sun. The air condat*, essentially, of a mix¬ 
ture of nitrogen und oxygen gases, with 
a small amount of car Ironic acid and a varying 
percentage of aqueous vapor. The thickne** of 
this envelope of air hu* lH*eu estimated at from 
4u to 20'J mile* Meteorite* have been oltsei \ed 
at the height of 201) miles, ami from this fact the 
nlr i- considered to extend that distance, since 
the liituinsitj of meteor* is due to the action of 
the air. In inr last lecture gases were >|* »Kcn of 
a* bodies. \%bo$e molecules an* in a constant 
state ««f motion, ever striking against each other,, 
aud tending continually to occupy a greater 
space, and if not coniine 1 would expaud in¬ 
definitely. From this definition of a gaseous 
body.

FOlt THE FEEBLEMINDED. 


A Creditable State Inititate About Which There is 
Not the Qeoeral Information Diffused 
ThAt There Should Be. 


A VIEW OF THS INTERIOR. 


[Corrr/tvondenceof ihe Courier-Journal, j 
Frankfort, March 24.—On top of that 
immense hill which looks down on the Capi¬ 
tal from the east is located one of the noblest 
of Kentucky’s charities—the Institute for the 
Education and Training of Feeble-minded 
Children. It is somewhat remarkable that 
there i* very littlo knowledge possessed by the 
people generally throughout tho State con¬ 
cerning the working* nnd benefits of this in¬ 
stitution. Yet it is, norertbcle««, true, and 
in mnuy localities where the school for the 
feeble-minded ought to be known, appre¬ 
ciated and taken advantage of, there prevails 
the most startling ignorance on the subject. 

I know of scores of instances where children 
have been placed on the State as idiots, and 
their parents or guardians paid $«5 
l*cr annum Dorn tee State Treasury 
for their support, when, in point of 
fact, they are not idiot*, but rather 
feeble winded creatures. These children, 
if sent to tho school provided for tbi-m. 
would, in man*' c.ie'-. improve wonderfully 
and become comparatively useful. Instead 
of this, when they are kept at home, recog 
nized and treated'as idiots, the spark of in¬ 
telligence D gradually extinguished and 
they become hopeless imbeciles. It is some¬ 
time* true that their relatives wont them 
kepl^t home because they nre thus small 
sources of revenue; but for the most part 
their sad fates are due to a want of informa¬ 
tion ou tbu part of those who ought to be in¬ 
formed concerning tbo Feeble-minded In¬ 
stitute. 

Kentucky is not ricblv magnificent with 
her charities. There are. ns a rule, no ex¬ 
cessive appropriations, no lavish outlays 
of money; there i* no tendency toward the 
ornamental or even a |>erfcct and tasteful 
finish in tho buildings connected with her 
various eleemosynary institutions. On the 
contrary, there is a painful restriction to 
what la exactly useful and absolutely neces¬ 
sary. At almost every session of the Legis¬ 
lature ono or more of these in*titutions comes 
iu for an appropriation for additional build¬ 
ings or needed repairs. The Institution for 
the Feeble-minded is no exception to the rule. 
Its buildings are not complote, but their 
sptcudid situation helps their appearance 
wonderfully. They stand back about 200 
yard* from tbo turnpike, with a sloping lawn, 
studded with oak and other forest trees, be¬ 
tween. The main building is of brick, four 
stones, and about 120 feet deep and 50 feet 
wuio. The left wing is smaller than the main 
building, though of the sauo height. The 
right wing has not progress further thau 
the work done by tbe architect—it remains 
on paper to this day. You will uot, how¬ 
ever, readily find fault with the buildings 
ns they are. Bv excellent management they 
are made sufficiently commodious. The 
rooms, about seventy-six in all. are light nnd 
airy. The buildings were originally three 
st ones iu height, but under the supervision of 
Dr. Stewart the ba emeut has been so con¬ 
verted that it furnishes rooms for instruction 
and eating, aud the second story, where the 
school-rooms used to be, is now used for 
sleeping npiutment*. The improvements 
made under the wise and economic adminis¬ 
tration of the present Superintendent, Dr. 
J. Q. A. Stewart, are many, and some of 
them will hereafter be noticed. 

The Institute was established in I860. Dr. 
James Rodman, the present Superintendent 
of tbo Western Lunatic Asylum, was the 
first Superintendent. He supervised the 

erection of the new building. The first child, 
a girl, who was admitted to the institution, 
wa* receivod on Aug. 16, 18tiU She 
L n >w dead. Todav there aro 191 pupils 
within the wall*. The age of admission is 
Let ween (3 aud 18 vears. Under the pres¬ 
ent law a pupil 1* discharged at the end of 
10 years; but this law will bo repealed by 
the present Legislature, an act to that effect 
having alreadv passed the lower house. 
The reason for this U well stated in the Su¬ 
perintendent’s report lost year: “For in¬ 
stance, a child admitted at six years of age 
rcjui not receive all the benefits of the institu¬ 
tion iu 10 years, and ought not to b« dis¬ 
missed at the age of 19, when it is more than 
probable that a very few years longer would 
complete his education in so far a* to render 
him self-sustaining. While one received at 
18 years of age, whose habits had alrendy 
been formed, would probably receive in five 
or six years all that ii is possible for this in¬ 
stitution to bestow upon him.’’ 

There are ♦>."» acres of ground connected 
with the institution. The total cost of the 
building* and ground wax about $65,000. 
Mor-- land is needed, and the Board of Com¬ 
missioners have recommended the purchase 
of 23 acres at a cost of $2,000. The spring 
from which tho entire supply of pure water 
for tbu institution is obtained is situated on 
this land, and there will probable bo no hesi¬ 
tation about making the appropriation. 
Mr. Grant Green, of tbD city, is President 
of the Board of CoramisMoners, and not only 
he but tho entire board are prompt aud faith¬ 
ful in the discharge of urory duty of the of¬ 
fice. 

Entering this school for the first time you 
do not experience that fueling of disgust and 
revuLion which you had expected. There 
are no wild glances, no mani¬ 
acal demonstrations, uo incoherent 
cxciAuiatious, as at an asylum 
for the in*ane; th-iv are no senseless, slob¬ 
bering face*: no idiotic gibberish. There aro 
faces whose vacancy pains you—faces other¬ 
wise attractive in which tho look of bright 
intelligence i» sadly lacking. But iu every 
movement, in every glance of the eye. you 
sou a gleam of Intellect struggling up through 
a clouded surface. Thm*? are not diseased 
minds, but only helpless, struggling minds. 
Liko children yet mmole to crawl or to walk 
alone, thev want training and exercise. 
What a noble, wonderful work are thrum eu- 
gagod in who nre the trainer* nnd instructors 
of these unfortunates! It is almost Godlike 
in Its majesty; for next to making a mind 
mast come tho training, shaping, nursing 
and developing of oue. To res¬ 
cue ri human intellect from en¬ 
viron merit* which render it feeble and 
helpless; to armi*; it from a “torpid 
condition; to sec it msprt iteelf in lhi< eyes 
and nctions of its owner; to feel that the 
light of knowledge t* struggling 111 the dark - 
ened chambers of :i brain slowly perishing 
for want of LriR—it hot this iudeell tho uo- 
blest work in which nay one may engage! 
These and other thoughts came to me a* I 
went through the institution, observing the 
methods ut instruction, bearing Dr. Stewart 
converse with a group of boys, and listening 
to tho exercise* m the chapel. There was no 
tooling of loathing, uo sbriukiag back from 
a contact with these poor children. * Bather 
a devout feeling of tSanktuluev- possessed 
me—a profound ihnnkfuinev* that iu the 
goodtie— Of God there i* provided a 
mean* of relief for even the most unhappy 
condition. 

Beside* th» Matron. Mrs. Mary J. Stowart, 
nnd the Assistant Matron. Miss’Jennie Mor¬ 
row, thero nre foui ftm ile tenehers engaged 
in the literary departilmut of the institution. 
They nre Mrs. Belle M. Hogan and Muses 
Lizzie K. Deb one v, Ntuuie Owen and Annie 
Goodman. The met nods uf instruction em¬ 
ployed are object letsons and the kinder¬ 
garten system. AH tie pupil* con road aud 
write, or, at least, cau learn to do so. If n 
>upil bo* not intel eot sufficient fur that he 
* returned a* hupelt*. Sumo of them be¬ 
come quite proficient iu mathematics. 
Others can not bvanv possibility be taught 
anything whatever of numbers. Oue boy 
wa* pointed out wfcom Gun. Thomas A. 
Harris, late Assistant8ocretary of State, un¬ 
dertook to teach mathematics. The General 
declared that any buy who could rend nnd 
write could team to idd, subtract, multiply 
and divide. After leverul days’ patient 
labor with his protege he abandoned the 
work ns a bad job. Memory will ussvrt it¬ 
self even when reason is dormant, and thus 
many of tb<*c pupils, who can read, can hot 
reason a!>out the Muqiest matter*. 

In addition to 4h* literary instruction, 
there aro industrial departments for both 
girls and boys. The former are taught 
sewing, laundrying nml housekeeping; the 
latter, carpenter’s work, shoeuiaking, broom- 
making, mattress-making, gardening and 
fanning. These Induitrial department* were 
established by Dr. 8'tewart, aud it is a little 
singular they were n*t sooner thought of. 

“I looked at it in this way,” said tho 
Doctor; “we are to k**»p these children 
b« re for ten years sui then discharge thorn. 
Where should wo tend them.* What were 
they to not Tbo tueio fact tbnt they could 
r*'ail and write would uot recommend them 
for positions whore tley could make u liv¬ 
ing. 1 went to tae Board of Com¬ 
missioners uud told them I intended 
to try the experiment of teaching 
them to work. 1 did a, and the result baa 
surpassed my expectatons. It enables us 
to dLpeuao with much A the gymnastic ex¬ 


orcise.*. A\ o teach our girls tho u«o of the 
needle, bow to laundry, aud to do house¬ 
work generally. Only in tho afternoon are 
they allowed to work. Tho boys learn to bo 
carpi liters, shoemakers or whatever they 
most fancy. We consult tboir tastes. In 
the boys* industrial depart men!* wo havo 
four male teachers. Our shoe-shop ha* be¬ 
come a .source of revenue to us. \Ve make 
there all the shoes used in the institution, 
and we sell enough to customers to bring us 
in from $20 to $50 per month. We sent 
four girls to good home* last year. Ono boy 
whom we dismissed, his courso boiug com¬ 
plete, Is now employed as n teamster at the 
institute. We have four boys nearly ready 
to go into tho world, and we wili see 
that they have good homes. V» ith 
our own labor we havo refurnished, 
refitted and wainscoted every room in the 
building. In the same way we made a new 
story in the basement, thus affording room 
for ’fifty more children, nud changing us 
from a crara|*>d and crowded condition to n 
very comfortable cue.” 

“You uced more land very much, do you 
not, Doctorf” 1 inquired. 

“Wo do.” be replied; “wo ought to have 
at least forty acres more than we now have; 
but if thu tract is purchased, as advised by 
the CommisMoners, it will help us groatly. , 
We want this land for fanning purposes. 1 
have ten or fifteen boys w hom I could teach 
farmiug lunt I can teach nothing e.se. I 
would like, if possible, to keep most of the 
boys disuii-»cd here at tho institute, if 1 
could furnish them with labor. One of the 
best men we have about the place is nn 
old pupil. By the way, ypu raibl under¬ 
stand that wo are just as methodical in teach¬ 
ing labor ns in teaching everything else. The 
improvement of tho mind is nivrav* consult¬ 
ed.” 

“Don’t you think there ought to be an in¬ 
stitution for those who aro oopelcsaty imbe¬ 
cile f” 

* ‘There certainly ought. Occasional! v one 
of that class is sent here, and after 1 find 
nothing can be done for it, I return it under 
the rules. 1 dislike to do this. M e ought to 
be like Pennsylvania. In that .State they 
huve just finished three handsome buildings 
to be used as homes for hopeless imbeciles/” 

“Do you have much trouble in the govern¬ 
ment of you pupils*” 

”1 do nut. The best and oldest of thorn 
are like children. They are very tractable 
and obedient. The severest punishment 1 
ever threaten them is to tell them they shall 
not attend the social s which we give every 
two weeks They bate to do anything 1 
don't like.” 

“How long have you been Superinten¬ 
dent?” 

“Six years last month. I have devoted 
all my time and thought to improve the in¬ 
stitution. In manv respects I have be**n 
quite successful. But I havo had to contend 
with a rutber stinted supply of money. 
There are several improvements now that* 1 
would like to umke, blit wo havo not tho 
money. We ueed a building for the boys to 
takV exercise in in cold rough woather. 
Theu we ought to have a building in which 
to locate our manufactories. We also need 
a stable very badly. I have grown to be 
verv fond of thL* work, nnd only w*ish I 
could opernte the institution according to 
my own aside.” 

“It must require a vast exorcise of patience 
in many cases.” 

“It does, truly. But our soul* are in the 
work. It would ostoni*h you to see how de¬ 
voted the teachers are to their pupils; how 
they will for days and days patiently en¬ 
deavor to teach them to understand or solve 
a proposition. When they succeed, if you 
want au instance of gonuine joy, there It is. 
Frequently a teacher will come to me with 
bcamiug face and say, *0h. Doctor, John 
Smith bos learued the multiplication table!’ 
or ‘Mary Smith bus constructed a sen¬ 
tence.’ or some expression like that.” 

“Do you have any remarkable cases?” 

“We do. Several years ago there came 
here a girl (she is still here) who had a must 
remarkable memory, but no powers of rea¬ 
son whatever. Her mind seemed to be ab¬ 
solutely blank except for the exorcise of 
memory. She could memorize anything 
readily. 1 would repeat to her a few tirnr>s 
a verse of poetry. She would then repeat it, 
and never forget it. We taught her entire 
poems, but she could never tell the meaning 
of them. After awhile we began telling her 
the story ot the poem; this she began to 
grasp. Whetrshtthad learned both story 
aud poem, she comprehended something of 
the meaning. Her mind woke up slowly 
and to-day *be is ono of our brightest girls. 
Sho recite* well, write® well uud composes a 
good letter.” 

In regard to the industrial department the 
following is quoted from the report of Mr. 
Grant Green, President of tho Board of 
Commissioners: 

The introduction of the Industrial Arts Into 
the Instil itlon baa proven to hr one of the best 
features iu it. By tins uiemi^ physical culture 
ha* been made productive to the institution, nnd 
the^>upil* are being prepared for usef d jKnutions 
in lite aud to take higher positions in societv 
thin i$ turned loose as mere laborer, anil 
servants. The Legislature has never been asked 
for inv assistance in Hie w ay of an appropriation 
Pi build shops and to furnish tools and material 
with which to foster the*e enterprises, hut know- 
Inr as we did the great value these Industrial 
Arts would prove to the school, everything, with 
the limited means at hand, ha* been dune to 
make them a success. While** math im-* been 
done to make mechanic* and artisans, much 
more could have be<m accomplished if ive had 
been pot» < *esMfii of the means to do it with, and 
we trust the i^cis.’attire will make * go d appro¬ 
priation to build additional shops nnd buy r -oL 
and implements to increase the facilltie* to make 
many more mechanics ami artisans thau we non 
have the facilities for making. 

1 went through the entire building nnd 
found it a model of neatness aud good order 
from top to bottom. Tho l>ed-rooms are 
clean nnd tidy. There are double beds for 
the small boys and single beds for tho lurge 
one*. Tho entire building is heated by 
steam. The chapel in the fourth story is a 
spurious apartment. Hero nre given public 
exercise*, lemons in calisthenics, entertain¬ 
ments. etc. The pupil* aro very fond of ap¬ 
plause or praise, and tbo mor© ’appreciative 
the visitors tho moro they exert 
themselves. In every room and cor¬ 
ridor nr© flowers. Iu tho girls’ room* 
are canaries and singing birds, and 
pictures and bits of brie a-brae adorn the 
walls. A largo greeu-bou*e, connected with 
the building, u» filled with choice plants and 
flowers. 

Oue of the best recent improvements Is 
tho reservoir about a half mile from the 
mam building, which was constructed by 
Dr. Stewart and “the boys.” Bv simply 
damming q ravine the water from a sploudld 
spring is caught and held until it form* a 
reservoir 100 yard* in length by 50 wide, 
aud 15 feel in depth. Steam pump> carry a 
bountiful supply of this fresh, pure water to 
the buildings. From this reservoir is ob¬ 
tained an abundant supply of ice. which is 
stored in a house near by.’ In tbi* vicinity I 
saw a butcher house, nnd 1 luarn-d from 
Dr. Stewart that thov killed their own meat, 
thus making a great saving, indeed, every 
thing connected with the institution is ha-ed 
on the idea of the greatest economy, but 
there is no stint. 

The pupils nre clean, noil fed, nnd appar¬ 
ently a> happy a set of youugsters as you 
ran find m any school. Dr. Stewart is a 
kindly mun. a model Superintendent. Ho 
con versos freely uud intenwtingfv of the 
work in every detail. IV hen he told uie of 
the painful, patient prows* by which a dull, 
lethargic mind is roused into life bis fuce 
glowed and h;s eves xhoue. His soul is in 
Im work. The institution un ter hi* man¬ 
agement is always Open to visitors. There 
are no “visiting days.” ns formerly. Tbo 
tublic enn come and go at will. Tbeso vls- 
tur* sometimes witne*; tho regular order of 
proceeding, of course; but thev interest the 
children, and it is u fact that tho tnoro they 
ore brought iuto contact with tho outside 
world tho better it is for them. 

Just before I took my departure we met 
iu the mam hall half a dozen of tbe smallest 
girls. Mrs. .Stewart called one of them to 
her, a bit of a thing, scarce seven Hummer* 
old. Her pinched face aud »leuder limbs 
told of a poverty-stricken babyhood. 

“Where did you come from.'” said Mrs 
Stewart. 

“From the poor-bou*e.” replied the child. 

“ What did they scud you here fori’’ asked 
Mrs. Stewart. 

“Cnu»© I ain’t got good v>nse,” said the 
young ono. aud she darted off to join her 
mates. 

“She was taught that before sho came 
hare,” said Mrs. Stewart to mo, “and wo 
can’t break her from sayiug it.” 

“She was a sad mental and physical wreck 
when she catue,” said Dr. Stewart, “but »ve 
have tnkuii extra pain* with her. She is 
slowly coming out. Her uuud is a fairly 
good one, comparatively, and with her phy¬ 
sical development, it will grow and strength¬ 
en. I have great hope* of her.” 

Poor little waif! What clouds of sorrow 
and of mercy hung over her baby life no 
ono, perhaps, cun tell. Her history beyond 
tiie poor-house is ^not known. From* tho 
Poor-a'MW« to the Feeblv-miuded Institute. 
She is iu safe hands now, though, aud let u- 
hope that the anticipations of her guardians 
for her future may be brightly and abun¬ 
dantly realized. 

1 shall not soon forget rav visit to this

Importance of Hie liny Crop. 

l.Vete York Tribune.] 

I was talking to an agricultural implement 
builder during tho week who has Iwen. in the 
midst of the apparent decline of tilings, extend¬ 
ing his works. Said 1 : “Ou what principle do 
you expand your business’* *1 pon the increase 
in the liny crop.** said he. “Hay is worth, on the 
averago. j>r t>:ifily $10 a ton, and w> make, say, 
50,000.009 tons of hay per annum ” *TIeav- 
wud 1, ''that amounts to 8.700.000,000.*’ 
**Of course it dor-,. ' said the builder, - 'but you 
mufct recollect that liay is probably the second 
crop uf importance tn lint* country—corn, 1 sup¬ 
pose. being the find. Yon can always get rid of 
y«*ur Imv. because you can f**« d it into beef, and 
tlie beef can be exporletl if 1 I 10 wiieat can not. 
My machinery not only cuts tlie hay and bt**|»s it 
tinning aftor it is cut, so that it cansiUHihly dry. 
twit i*. stacks it at tlio rate of a ton every low 
minutes, the gathering machines carrying the 
hay to a platform apparatus up which it is enr- 
rlf-d and put in tho stack. In some portions of 
this country Imy commands only $3 a ton, but I 
think it will average $10 a ton all round, and 
there is none tuo much of It. New York State 
leads in the hay ciup, and Penii»ylvania comes 
next.” _

The Faucrp.l of Mr. T. L. Jefferson Takes Place 
at the Broadway Mcthodiit Church With 
Impressive Ceremonies. 

DR. RIVERS’ SERMON. 


THE HOARD OF 1 HADE 

Urge* Concreii to l*n«* the W liUky Bill and 
Relieve n Large Industry of Oppressive Lviv*. 
The Directory of the Hoard of Trado held 
a special tuec-tiug yesterday to givu express- 
loti to the urgeury of tbo business situation 
for the postage of the Bonded Whisky Bill 
now before Congress. 

Messrs. Harry Weisslnger, St. John Boyle 
and A. T. Harris were appointed a committee 
to draft resolutions on tbo subject for trans¬ 
mission to tho Kou lucky delegation in Con¬ 
gress. They reported tho following: 

Wubiuus, Congress has not. up to this time, 
pOised the Bond Extension Bill, uml granted the 
xelief from enforced collection* of luxe* on dis¬ 
tilled spirits provided for in said bill; therefore, 
be it 

Resolved , By the Louisville Board of Trad®, 
that the business interests of our city. State ami 
country demand the favorable consideration and 
speedy passage of this tiill. thereby directly re¬ 
lieving a large industry and its various kindred 
industries from serious loss, and indirectly pro¬ 
tecting every industry from the Injury that must 
result from enforced collections of large sums of 
money in advance of any consumptive demand. 

Resolved. That It is the parnmount duty of our 
Government to relieve its citizens, or any re- 
spectable number of them, from the effects of 
Oppressive laws, and we appeal to our Southern 
friends whose commercial and financial interest* 
ure so closely interwoven with those of our own, 
to support this bill which is just In itself and will 
relieve thousands without ihe loss of a cent of 
revenue to the Government. 

On motion the resolutions were adopted and 
ordered to be sent by wire to Congress.

The funeral of Mr. Thomas L. Jefferson 
took place at the Broadway Methodist church 
at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon. It was 
attended by an exceedingly large crowd of 
relatives and friends, tbo church being 
packed to overflowing and many forced to 
remain on the outside. 

Careful preparations had been made to 
avoid anj T confusion. The great body of 
pews in front were reserved for tho relatives 
and members of the Masonic fraternity. 
About 130 little boys and girls from the 
Masonic Widows’ and Orphans’ Home occu¬ 
pied seats on the elevated platform in front 
of the altar, and as many from the House of 
Refuge, including tho Little Uomtuandory, 
were ranged in pews to tho left of the west¬ 
ern aide. The roar of the church and some 
of the pews on the side aisles wore occupied 
by strangors and acquaintances. 

From some cause the procession was a little 
dolayod, but at 3 o’clock the pall-bearers 
filed slowly in, preceded by the family of 
the deceased, slow music being played on tho 
organ. The coffin was followed by mem¬ 
bers of the Masonic fraternity up the right 
aisle and by tho Knights Templars up the 
left. The latter were iu full uniform, while 
the former wore the simple sprig of evergreen 
and white apron which constitutes the 
funeral regalia of the mystic brotherhood. 
The Sir Knights wore seated after prayer in 
tho middle pews on tbo left of the western 
aisle. A part of the Masons were placed iu 
the pews to tbo right of the main aisle, and 
the others were marched to tho other side of 
the church, as tho accorumodatious were not 
sufficient to scat them w ith their brethren. 

As tbe pall-bearers entered, Rev. H. C. 
Morrison road a part of the simplo and beau¬ 
tiful burial service. The choir sang in a low 
voice “One Sweetly Solemn Thought,” 
after which Dr. Rivers announced that tbo 
next hymn would be the favorite one of tho 
deceased, “There is a Fountain Filled W’jtb 
Blood.” It w;us sutig as a duet by Mrs. 
Clara McPherson and Miss Linme Litbgow, 
with chorus by tho choir. 

Tho first lesson was the Ninety-sixth 
Psalm, which was read by Rev. li. C. Mor¬ 
rison. Rev. Dr. Messick read the second, the 
fifteenth chapter of First Corinthians. At 
the conclusion Dr. Rjvers led in a brief 
prayer, the choir following with a subdued 
rendering of “Rock of Agos.” 

Dr. Rivers delivered the funeral sermon. 
He took for hi* text, “Well done, thou good 
and faithful servant.” Mathew xxv., 23; 
a^ter reading which ho spoke as follows: 

Thomas Lewis Jefferson lias been called from 
earth to heaven, from his labor to his reward. 
From his earliest boyhood he lived in this city, 
aud was a* well known as any other man in it. 
Kugag'-U iu active business life for m< r - than 
forty .yearn, he e*ir.bli*hed a reputation lor hon¬ 
esty unsurpassed by ntiy other mati who has 
Uved within this century Honesty he made the 
granite basis of his "business character. Ho 
prized it above rubies. Re regarded it as above 
shrvtvdness—the one true foundation for huccok*. 

A few days ago he said to his 8 *m, “My son, I htu e 
made n distribution of the wealth with which 
Uod has blessed me e« equitably as I know how. 

I have not cot a cent nt it wrongfully. 1 have 
never defrauded any ont or been guiltv of op- 
jreesion. I may have faded iu my duty to God* 
>ut I never hare been * 11*111 n -81 to ttmn.” What 
glorious words are these for the susceptible 
youth of to-day. 

He was energetic. Indolence he regarded as a 
crime, und industry as a virtue. He was a great 
believer iu the dignity of labor, which he re¬ 
garded as one of ihebigbeet attribute* of man. 
le wa* enterprising, his enterprises ware always 
well laid, and he was seldom disappointed. He 
was systematic, and his business wa* so arranged 
thut one part never collided with nnnther His 
public never Interfered with his private business. 
Everything was performed with ease through 
his regular adherence to system. 

He was ft solid ousiness man. and never in¬ 
dulged in wild speculation, All the money he 
made lie made Iu legitimate Intsincss. Look at 
Ida business traits and you will see that this was 
what mode him h man of craudeur. 

He was hospitable, and welcomed all his 
friends to his door. The lowly weie admitted as 
well as the lofty. ID* entertained Bishops and 
the poor Itiiiorutitg. Thu U(u Jishop Pay no once 
partook of his liospit thty for a month, and ever 
recurred to that time with the utmost delight. 

He waspuhli«-ipltiled. He loved Louisville, 
the community, the count**, and served them all 
in the i ’oui cil and b uh branches of the L©_udtr- 
turc. But h~ was not a politician in iim common 
acceptation of tout term. HIh poiiUcul creed 
consisted of two Word*, "honesty'’ and "cftpft- 
bihry.*’ He would never receive a vote that was 
gotten by fraud if he knew it. He once told me 
that one time 200 votes were offered him for 25 
cents apiece, but he indignantly scorned to re¬ 
ceive the lot. 

As u Mason he passed through the highest de¬ 
grees, and^w as anjionor to that mystic fraternity* 
which is older even than Christianity itself. It 
never had u more loyal member. To his energy 
aafl pei^everance we are indebted aud Ma.*onry 
is indelitsd for that lofty monument, the Masouic 
Widows’ and Orphans* Home. W® and at! of us 
are indebted for this refuge of the hapless and 
unfortunate to Thomas lz>w is Jefferson. 1 often 
visited that institution w itn him. The last time I 
went w as just before hia death. 1 visited him, 
ami naked what message I should take. He an¬ 
swered "Give them my love.’’ and I delivered 
that simple little greeting which waa most np- 

i iropriutely responded t*i by the Superintendent, 
ie was ft director of the House of Refuge and 
a Trustee of the Blind Asylum For nil of these 
benevolent orgatiiz.Alions lie was willing to work 
and give both of his time nnd ids money. 

He was made of stern st uff - t he stuff of which 
martyrs ni e made. His convictions wrere strong, 
bur.be it said to Thomas L. Jefferson’s honor, 
lie said to both ids pastor and his people: "l wus 
wrong in leaving the cliurch of my father and 
mother, and 1 deeply regret It." 1 nugp-Ard 
that ho make this statement in private, hut he 
declared that he would uot. He had given up all 
unkind thoughts; he felt kindly toward all 
men, and ho desired to say so in the pres¬ 
ence of the congregation. A few weeks 
since 1 visited him. and found him 
more thoroughly tinctuit*d with the 
Holy Ghost than any other man I ev**r saw*, t 
speak not extravagantly, lie appointed tin* next 
Wednesday os the time for reunliiug with the 
church. The day came, and it was one to be ever 
remembered. HU children were all present, his 
icm rahie father, his brothers, nnd a few Chris¬ 
tian friends. He then s Id: “l now return to 
the church, ami am sorry I ever left it. Here are 
tbe letters of myself and wife, and register «>ur 
names on the church hook.** He al-o naked me 
to open the doors of the church. as probably some 
of his cbdiiien would line to joth. I did so, nnd 
his eldest son gave tne his hand. The sacrament 
was administered, arid every heart, wa-s melted. 
The power of the highest rested upon that little 
company, and of all the sacrumcntal sermons 
thU was to me the most Impressive. The dying 
Christian had a vision of heaven, and he saw the 
angels, lie rejoiced with joy unsiveakahie. 

Now. to his dearly loved oues 1 w 11 ^ay: God 
Ideas you. 11U loss is a personal one touie. for 
he was my friend. Be note«»t down, but i-au 
upon God, and Christ will relieve you. We ll 
meet him in heaven. 

At the conclusion of the sermon Dr. Mor¬ 
rison delivered a short address, os follows 
The chamber where a good man has met his 
fate is exalted above all other*. My first friend 
iu this city wias the man who now lu-s before u*. 
ll was in IrtdS, during our Conference, that I 
had tlm privilege of being Ida guest. 1 knew his 
frirndship was free from dissimulation, and it 
was to bo valued accordingly. At home, ut his 
office, in society, everywhere, he was 
perfection dignified. No nmu belonged more 
to his family or knew how to riilv them 
better than he. The family he loft behind is a 
legacy to the world. He belonged enough to it 
to he a i»art of the community, arid th* widows 
and orphftns in this great city liavo lx-en blessed 
by Ills counsel and aid. The barrel of meal and 
the can ofoilin more than one Widow's home 
have been replenished through him. These chil¬ 
dren about this altar ure orphaned for the second 
time. They Inti Indicate that broader sphere m 
which Thomas Lewi* Jefferson was ever working, 
for ills charity was not limited to these, lmt ex¬ 
tended to ail. 

The strong man who lies here cold and sense¬ 
less lins his wor * cro» ned and under etrrna) 
eyes. This vast congregation and these floral 
eff -rings testify to the worth of tue life Just 
ended. 

In conclusion I want to oar that God has not 
ended his work in death. Like tluit Judgu of 
Israel, he Is inighiest hi dying God's providence 
has accomplished a good work iu Ills uenth us a 
proof of the faith iu which he died. Infidelity 
umy answer every minister in this city, hut it 
can not answer hts life. I thank God that he left 
this legacy to Christianity. 

l)r. Messick also spoko briefly and touch¬ 
ingly upon the religious character of the de¬ 
ceased. At the conclusion Mrs. Virginia 
Herndon sang, “Come, ye Disconsolate,” 
with chorus by tho choir. The coffin was 
then taken up and followed out of the 
church, first bv the family and relativas of 
the deceased, next bv the Mason*, thou the 
Knights Templars, Little Commandcrv, and 
tho boy® und girls of the llotiso of Refuge 
and too Widows’ niul Orphans* Home. 

There were smnil crowd* on the sidewalk® 
of Broadway from the church to the gates of 
t.’nvc Hill. The proci-sstt *n wa® one of tho 
lougest ever t>eeu iu this city, ueariy a hun¬ 


dred carriage® in line, eight carriage® with 
pnll-bearers preceding the hearse. Along 
with them marched tbe Masons, the Do Mo- 
lay Knight, Totuplarofaiid the Little Com- 
inanderv; nnd tho children from tho Masonic 
• irphans* Horae, dismounting from tho cars 
nt t'nvo Hill* also fell in line with the pro¬ 
cession. Tin? large concourse gathered at the 
Jefferson family lot located in the extreme 
eastern section of tho cemetery. 

Sir Isaac A. Kfclloy, Eminent Commander 
of DeMolar, proclaimed the preliminary 
Kirtiou® of’the funeral rites: fSir VVm. h. 
Kyan recited tbe Moootlio and Knightly 
record of the deceased: Sir Charles E. Crnik. 
rector of Curist’s Church, rend tho burml 
brief, and Sir William MefTertt, Past Grand 
blaster of Kentucky Mason®, took charge, 
and carried through tbe Masonic burial ®er- 
. ,_J». After the pmvor by Grand Chaplain 
Coleman, the littlu orphans from tho Masonic 
Home sang plaintively ”We shall meet be¬ 
yond the river.” 

Tbo services were so extremely long that 
tho sun hml gouo down, lumps were lit iu 
tho carriages, and down through the twilight 
the evening star gleamed into tbo grave, the 
glimmer leading fromjeurth to bcaven, an 
omen of the enul’s pathway. The orphan* 
seized the symbol ami sang, “Safe in the 
arms of Jesus.” 

Tho floral offerings were so large and nu¬ 
merous, that, after they had been placed 
upon every portion of the grave, all the 
mounds on the lot were decorated with tho 
remaining dc-igns. A noticeable design was 
two beautiful pillurs surmounted with a dove, 
which was sent from the House of Refuge. 
Another design wa® an elegant “Cate® 
Ajar.” from several bankers of this city, 
and a third was an exquisite star design 
from the members of Excelsior Lodge.

T. L Jefferson, who, on the 
morning **f the 2 -td ln»t.. after pawing through 
excruciating suffer ing, passed from the shores <<f 
time to the never-ending glories of eternity. To 
lh<>-© who were associated with him in public en¬ 
terprises. the lov? ia very afflicting. We Kcarcely 
know where to turn with ntiy hn|»c of finding a 
successor n-euiMing him. He wius ripe in all 
Ins ftu ulties; he nlwojr* sought to find what wa* 
right, and to that he und*\iatinrly clung. Hi® 
judgment was perfectlv ripened, alwaj'sclear 
an I reached it.® points without hesitation or du¬ 
biety. Tie was ftnppily constituted. Rls virtues 
were numerous, but 

“E’en not all these, in one rich lot combined. 

Can make the happy man. without the mind. 
Where judgment sit^. clear-sighted, and surveys 
The chain of reason with unerring ga/,**.” 

In this lespeei we have rarely ever known hi® 
equal, never his superior. \W are Indebted to 
this quality for some of the 100*1 successful in- 
fiiiencea that havepuirked the history of the In¬ 
stitution for Educating the Blind urui the A meri¬ 
dian Priming-house for t he Blind. He made Ills 
impression in the history of thews two institu¬ 
tion* no indelibly that they will exist while the 
institutions last. We recall witii delight the 
earnest and careful efforts he bestowed on these 
measures, and our experience of their freat ex 
cellence has endeared them to us. Hi* judgment 
wa® »o clear. *0 perfect Indeed, that when uttered 
it wa® mandatory in It® character. He was al¬ 
ways equipped for Id* duties but no one 
could have been more nnxlest in express¬ 
ing himself. With pleasure we sum¬ 
mon. hosts of reminiscence® of hi® 
acts in these two important public in**tuition®, 
and dwell with deligut iu our memo ies upon 
til* many pleu^Jng instances of his devotion to 
public duty, and tho promptitude with which h* 
ait<-tided to everything unsigned to him. Hi® 
buidti**' cateer. as well os his personal, is with¬ 
out a blemish. 

Uprightness wa® an integral part of his char¬ 
acter. All the elements of his nature moved 
around it harmoniously. serenely and without a 
jar iimythe may have had some Mich character 
iu his mind, rare as they are, when he penned Ids 
eloquent tribute to Uprightness, lie says: ’*B* 
assured tluu the magnanimity of uprightness, and 
all the elevating and all the nitiuctive qun)iii< -, 
of the human mind, are the best, protection of 
nation*, a® well n* individuals; that the path rf 
honor is the path of true policy,and that the great 
Creator of tue world* In public us well as in pri¬
